SPEECH DEVELOPMENT ORTHO- 
PAEDIC CASES

The modern conception orthopaedics, the 
development perfect children, far removed 
from the old idea the correction club-feet 
and other gross deformities. have been asso- 
ciated with group orthopaedic surgeons for 
several years working out problems that presented 
themselves. One these was the development 
the language faculty, not only for its use 
means expression, but also one the psycho- 
motor trainings. has been discovered that speech 
and language drill exercise the faculties inhibi- 
tion, concentration and attention, memory, co-ordi- 
nation and other faculties reason the psycho- 
logical precept, that the exercising one mental 
faculty through association develops others and 
useful part the general orthopaedic supervision 
crippled child. 


The long period convalescence after operation 
while wearing casts and braces need not 
period mental inactivity. the contrary, 
this period utilized develop the mental 
well the physical body. have published 
elsewhere Training the Treatment 
Inco-ordinations, Especially Speech”) 


Read before the California State Medical Association, 
May 17, 1922, at Yosemite Park, in connection with the 
film, Speech Orthopaedic Cases.” 
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comprehensive study all the psychological fac- 
tors entering into this subject and not neces- 
sary into that phase fully here. Suffice 
say that our procedures are founded upon sound 
psychology, and advance the work, con- 
firmation our expectations evidenced 
improvement both the mental and the physical 
bodies. recent study the voice and speech 
among the crippled children admitted the Ortho- 
paedic Hospital-School Los Angeles the four 
years from 1918 1921, inclusive, revealed the 
fact that nearly per cent also had some speech 
defect. 


clinical fact that defectives usually show 
more than one deficiency. large proportion 
physically handicapped children show the tendency 
two more departures from the normal; 
instance, there often cleft palate with hare 
lip spina bifida extra fingers toes 
extrophy the bladder, club-feet 
physical handicaps often occur children sub- 
normal mentality, etc. are 
therefore, find large proportion the physi- 
cally handicapped with speech defects. 


Remember that motor areas control leg, arm, 
fingers, tongue, lips and cheeks, all parts the 
expressional, gestural and motor faculties. 
can easily comprehend how injuries the head 
birth could traumatize any part this motor 
area and followed failure develop vocal 
expression, motor well sensory faculty, 
besides various paralyses the arms and legs. 
general terms any pathological process whether 
inflammation (intracranial intraspinal) 
after birth traumatism resulting actual loss 
nerve substance, the formation cysts, cicatri- 
cial bands pacchy-meningitis destroying the in- 
tegrity the motor sensory areas the brain, 
including those governing speech, may result 
either lack sensory perception the spoken 
written word failure develop speech 
either written spoken both. 


Speech supposes co-ordination; brain areas 
governing balance, rhythm, orientation, time and 
space preception are injured then speech develop- 
ment and production will suffer. 

Defective speech development production 
found most commonly cerebral spastic palsy, 
inco-ordinations, ataxias, cerebro-spinal inflamma- 
tion and mentally subnormal children. 
these cases treated the Orthopaedic Hospital- 
School has been fundamental principle 
treatment that the speech education develop- 
ment drill was essential part the treat-

ment general motor paralysis. cases 
paralysis the arms and legs, speech drill con- 
sidered have beneficial action through asso- 
ciation fibers reaching other brain centers. 
spastic paralysis child years age with 
hyper-acting arms and legs, drooling saliva con- 
stantly, whose muscular and nervous system 
filled with fatigue toxins, should first all have 
the endocrine balance investigated 
medication and diet prescribed. the 
utmost importance and secure the arms and 
legs are placed casts braces after such 
operations may decided upon secure motor 
function the future.

defect addition their orthopaedic troubles. 
These cases were found 
tions, ataxias, polio-encephalitis and faulty postures. 
Normal children school age show from 
per cent speech defects (Gutzman and others). 
Crippled children Los Angeles showed nearly 
per cent speech defects, example the 
well-known fact that individuals with one develop- 
mental defect, the motor expressional system, 
are apt show other defects; for example, cleft 
palate, hare lip, etc. 


Birth injuries resulting motor paralysis 
one all the limbs often include damage 
the motor speech centers the cortex and probably 
the central nuclei, the caudate lenticular and 
red and optic thalami with disturbance co- 
ordination and rhythm the speech mechanism. 


Remembering that speech motorized thought 
and that gesture the primitive speech racially, 
realize how impossible for case mus- 
cular inco-ordination paralysis the arms and 
legs develop that stage seemingly purposeless 
muscular activity with cooing and babbling that 
comes about the seventh twelfth month just 
previous the development the spoken word. 
The crippled child probably cannot lay the founda- 
tion for gestures spoken words written 
speech Development and 


health every muscle movement registered 
the muscle memory centers the brain. Muscle 
movements spring previously 
memories and voluntary conscious muscle 
effort conceivable without the aid this already 
stored memory (Goddard). Normal children 
(non-cripples) with normal motor ability, have 
placed their brains through countless repetitions 
adequate supply perfect muscle memories. 
These can used will for perfect speech 
gesture for walking dancing performing 
any other motor acts. 

The paralyzed inco-ordinating spastic child 
one with some grave nervous degeneration 
affecting the motor apparatus, who has uncon- 
trolled, hyper-acting gestures motor function 
perfect speech, has necessity stored his brain 
these imperfect muscular acts, only imperfect 
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muscle memories. Muscles are not simply means 
moving bones and joints, but are living, moving 
impression centers from which come many our 
most valuable lessons concerning the external 
world. Speech non-crippled child develops 
after cooing, seemingly purposeless, 
movement period. crippled children there may 


‘be such pre-speech period and when the child’s 


desire for expression has grown point where 
demands motion action, there are trained 
co-ordinated memories stored ready for utilization 
the foundation the spoken word. 


The development speech crippled children 
where speech does not exist problem 
approached the entire staff orthopaedic 
hospital. 

The child whatever age put through 
most searching examination diet, habits, 
measurements, etc. The orthopaedic surgeons 
correct the faulty conditions that can remedied 
various operations followed casts, braces 
and appliances. the spastic child soon 
begins develop quietness, when the hyper-acting 
arms and legs are calmed, the speech drill begun. 
This carried the same time the general 
muscular exercises and usually reclining posi- 
tion. Breathing exercises, vowel sounds, counting, 
and one syllable words with games, simple bright 
colored objects, pictures (cut out magazines and 
books) animals and familiar objects, keeping 
everything well within the comprehension the 
child, with arm movements are used. The arm 
and leg exercises follow definite plan using 
groups muscles opposed those that are hyper- 
acting contracted. spastic with tendency 
adduction and inward rotation, the movements 
are outward, upward and backward. 


cases inco-ordination listening music, 
beating time, reciting rhymes and games (bean 
porridge hot, etc.) used. 

The language ability stressed all times 
making the exercise form game all cases 
except those with hyper-acting muscular systems 


(spastics). All excitement avoided 
cases. 


Speech training alone biological necessity 
the utilization muscular co-ordination 
express emotion, does several definite things for 
crippled children: 

First, correlates muscular activity with mental 
images the expression emotion. 


Second, develops association paths 
brain. 


Third, increases breathing power, with more 
oxygen, better blood and better voice. 


Fourth, develops control (inhibition) the 
purposeless, energy-wasting muscular movements. 

Fifth, strengthens and co-ordinates muscles 
the tongue and cheeks and assists the cure 
drooling. 

Sixth, linking gesture and other motor expres- 
sions emotion speech drill, improves the 
nutrition and strength all the muscle systems 
used the exercises.

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FURTHER EXPERIENCES SACRAL 
ANESTHESIA UROLOGY

The anatomic structure the sacrum, which 
all the lateral foramina communicate with the 
main central canal, favors the distribution 
fluid introduced through any the openings. The 
sacrum covered only thin layer sub- 
cutaneous tissue and the openings are readily locat- 
means prominent landmarks and most 
cases are easily entered. 

There are two common methods anesthetiz- 
ing the sacral nerves, one merely injecting 
novocain solution into the main central canal 
through the caudal foramen, and the other 
individual injection each nerve leaves the 
lateral sacral foramen. ‘The caudal injection 
satisfactory for most operations the perineum 
external genitalia, and for practically all en- 
dovesical procedures. After making single caudal 
injection necessary wait twenty minutes 
before complete anesthesia occurs. 
further disadvantage failing induce complete 
anesthesia from per cent the cases. 
the lateral nerves are injected individually there 
almost immediate anesthesia the area in- 
volved and failures are unusual. much 
more difficult inject the nerves they leave the 
canal than make the single caudal injection, 
and the contact the needle against 
teum, the occasional striking the nerve, causes 
the patient pain. 

Both methods injection are best carried out 
with the patient lying his abdomen. The 
caudal injection suitable office procedure; 
incapacitates the patient only during the period 
the examination, and generally not suited for 
extensive cutting operations. The anesthesia varies 
duration; the period maximal intensity 
most cases about sixty minutes. The patient 
placed the table face downward, the dorsal and 
lumbar spine slightly elevated above the sacrum 
that the injected fluid will remain the re- 
gion the sacral nerves. The sacral hiatus 
located the lower end the sacrum 
elastic depression the sacrococcygeal joint. 
most cases triangular shape; the lower two 
angles are bounded the cornu the incom- 
pletely fused fifth sacral vertebra. skin 
anesthetized over the ligament, thin spinal needle 
held right angles the skin then inserted 
through the skin and ligaments (Fig. 1). defi- 
nite crunch felt the needle passes through 
the ligament. point the needle then 
directed the canal which should enter read- 
ily. The needle may strike the lateral wall the 
point may become buried beneath the periosteum; 
slight withdrawal and redirection the point 
will most cases permit insertion for sufficient 
distance, about two four cm. possible to. 
enter most canals, although occasionally ossified 
membrane encountered. some instances the

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canal cannot located, the anterior posterior 
diameter too small permit the entrance 
the needle. Not infrequently the needle enters 
one the sacral veins and withdrawal the 
stylet few drops blood appear. The needle 
should then partially withdrawn and the point 
redirected. blood flows freely from the needle, 
the injection should abandoned; portion 
the injected solution absorbed through tear 
large puncture the vein, symptoms toxemia 
are likely appear immediately and the resulting 
anesthesia will unsatisfactory. 

There always the possibility that the needle 
will enter the dural sac, and this will indicated 
the appearance spinal fluid when the stylet 
withdrawn from the needle (Figs. and 3). 
The needle generally inserted only two three 
cm. and only the exceptional case that

the dural sac reaches within four five cm. 
the sacral ligament. one case the dural sac 
was punctured after the needle had entered the 
canal only two cm. spinal fluid appears, the 
needle should withdrawn until the flow stops 
before the injection 

Novocain solution prepared fresh for each 
case. Thirty cubic centimeters per cent 
solution novocain bicarbonate solution used 
most cases. children, adults with 
reduced vitality, the dose diminished. The 
most satisfactory results have been obtained from 
Metz novocain; kept powders with enough 
soda bicarbonate make cc. per cent 
solution; sodium bicarbonate 0.15 gm., sodium 
chloride gm., and novocain 0.6 gm. The 
powders will remain fresh for from ten twelve 
days, after which they lose strength, and when 
injected may cause mild symptoms toxemia. 
suggested Brock the Mayo Foundation, 
the novocain kept separated from the bicar- 
bonate until ready for use the powders not 
deteriorate readily. 

The addition sodium bicarbonate novocain 
gives solution which diffuses 
through the nerve sheaths; the anesthesia gen- 
erally greater intensity, and the possibility 
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failure less than when novocain alone used. 
The powder dropped into cc. boiling dis- 
tilled water and the solution removed from the 
flame. After the solution cools ‘several drops 
1:1000 epinephrin are added. certain cases 
the epinephrin produces mild reaction; the pa- 
tient complains feeling suffocation and 
increased heart action. this account only 
small amounts epinephrin are added. The 
solution should injected slowly, three four 
minutes being taken for the injection cc. 
The fluid should meet with little resistance; 
force required, the needle probably not 
the open sacral canal and should readjusted. 
After the injection the patient assumes the sit- 
ting posture order retain the fluid the 
sacrum. Anesthesia the sacral nerves first ap- 
pears about ten reaches its max- 
imal intensity from twenty thirty minutes. 

Caudal injections, similar spinal anesthesia, 
give complete relaxation the structures sup- 
plied sacral nerves. ‘There paralysis the 
reflex arc, causing muscular relaxation that 
greater than can obtained with general anesthe- 
sia; the same time the co-operation the pa- 
tient may obtained. Sacral anesthesia differs 
from spinal anesthesia not necessitating hos- 
pitalization the patient; the risk attached 
local blocking practically nil, and not fol- 
lowed the undesirable after-effects which 
often accompany spinal anesthesia. 

Caudal injections give very satisfactory anesthe- 
sias for urologic examinations and treatment. The 
wall the bladder completely relaxed and the 
bladder thus distended. Such relaxation with ab- 
sence pain and straining, permits the operator 
carry out thorough, unhurried examination 
the bladder and ureters. none the pa-

The injection may repeated necessary. 
certain types cases, such severe cystitis and 
pyelonephritis, caudal injections have been given 
order facilitate lavage the renal pelvis. 
one case ten injections were given seven 
weeks. The reaction following cystoscopy severe 
cases cystitis not uncommonly due vol- 
untary muscle spasm around the cystoscope, espe- 
cially the region the neck the bladder; 
this does not occur after sacral anesthesia. 
number patients with pyelonephritis and severe 
cystitis who were given periodic renal lavage, treat- 
ments were first carried out under caudal anesthe- 
sia and later merely with urethral cocainization, 
the convalescence these cases was invariably 
much smoother and easier when caudal anesthesia 
was used. several instances, patients refused 
submit cystoscopy without caudal anesthesia.

DISCUSSION 
Failures result from various causes. some 


patients impossible enter the canal; this 
generally occurs patients with small sacrums, 
those with marked hypertrophic arthritis, with 
old traumatically distorted pelves. Traumatic dis- 
tortions the sacrum are not uncommonly seen 
conjunction with old traumatic urethral strictures. 
Patients with occult spina bifida often have de- 
formed sacral foramina and even the canal 
entered the anesthesia may deficient. certain 
cases malignancy the bladder there ex- 
tension the growth through the wall the 
bladder outside structures not anesthetized 
the sacral nerves. one case failure resulted from 
extension the growth into the sacrum which 
blocked the sacral canal. The majority failures 
are due errors technic, poor solutions. 
Four the failures this series occurred the 
same day and were due the use old powders. 

Caudal anesthesia very satisfactory for the ex- 
amination infected bladders. Tuberculous bladders 
tended sufficiently permit complete examination 
with catheterization the ureters without discom- 
fort the patient. 

malignant bladders thorough examination 
the growth, with the removal specimen for 
histologic study, may carried out. The growth 
may extensively fulgurated over long period, 
radium may planted the growth without 
the patient being aware the manipulation. 

the cases litholopaxy number patients 
had large stones removed which required more than 
hour crushing and washing. 

One the most satisfactory features caudal 
anesthesia its almost complete absence post- 
operative sequelae. Several patients complained 
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hiatus

nausea and two lost consciousness for several min- 
utes. One patient developed definite psychosis 
following the injection which lasted about thirty 
minutes. Transient sensations faintness and 
forceful and increased heart beat were occasionally 
seen. case were delayed prolonged after- 
effects observed, and none was there indication 
paralysis the anesthetized nerves after the 
general effects the anesthesia had receded. 

Caudal anesthesia gives excellent relaxation 
the lower ureter, and permits the manipulation 
ureteral stone; some cases several large ureteral 
catheters may readily inserted the site the 
stone without causing the patient discomfort. Occa- 
sionally there relaxation the lower ureteral 
segment and spasm the ureter which 
causes impassable angulation. 

Sacral anesthesia simply and easily carried out. 
causes very little discomfort the patient, gives 
satisfactory working anesthesia, and rarely pro- 
duces undesirable after-effects.

ANAESTHESIA

One the greatest dangers intrathoracic 
operations the occurrence pneumothorax 
soon the pleural cavity opened. when 
limited one side, while not fatal, always causes 
more less serious respiratory embarrassment. 
When both cavities are opened the result gen- 
erally fatal. not infrequently occurs 
operations upon one side the thorax that the 
opposite lung more less incapacitated 
result injury or. disease, the desirability 
avoiding the serious consequences pneumothorax 
has long been appreciated. 

The word pneumothorax was coined 1803 
Itard, French physician. ‘The condition 
describes barred for practically one hundred years 
the chest cavity the knife. Modern thoracic 
surgery dates from 1896, when Quénu first made 
known the idea restoring pneumothorax arti- 
ficially differential air pressure the disturbed 
equilibrium the lung, and Tuffier advocated 
the use for the performance without 
pneumothorax operations requiring the incision 
the pleura. apparatus was constructed 
the lines diver’s helmet which the head 
the patient was placed with sponge saturated 
chloroform. air the helmet was com- 
pressed and the pleural cavity opened. 
introduced narrow, slightly curved copper tube 
into the larynx and trachea. Matas New 
Orleans was the first the United States be- 
come interested thoracic surgery. intro- 
duced the type apparatus for 
artificial respiration. anaesthetic was given 
means funnel attached T-tube. The 
main tube was introduced into the larynx and 
trachea. 1898 Parham New Orleans used 
the Matas apparatus performing resection for 
tumor the bony wall the chest—the first 
thoracic operation record this country. 
1903 the Sauerbruch cabinet was invented; and 
1904 marks the real beginning thoracic sur- 
gery the transpleural route. For its perform- 
ance Sauerbruch had built chamber about 
five hundred cubic feet contents, constructed 
iron and glass, inside which the operation 
performed. Over the opened pleural cavity the 
air pressure reduced below atmospheric pressure, 
while the patient, whose head passed through 
opening the wall, breathes atmospheric pres- 
sure. quick succession, chambers were built 
Berlin, Cologne, Vienna, St. Petersburg, and other 
places Europe. Size the chambers averages 
about six hundred cubic feet contents; the largest 
one Vienna contains about 750 cubic feet. 
Their height usually seven feet six inches. 

The reverse proposition was also taken 
Sauerbruch, and after him Peterson, and Engelken 
constructed positive differential pressure cabinets, 
Peterson wood and Engelken iron and

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boxes about fifty cubic feet contents, into which 
the head the patient passed through open- 
ing the side wall. The inside air pressure 
then raised above atmospheric pressure. pa- 
tient breathes compressed air, while outside the 
cabinet the pleural cavity opened atmospheric 
pressure. ‘The anaesthetic operations with these 
chambers and cabinets applied the ordinary 
way—with ordinary face mask and ether the 
drop method. The anaesthetist frequently became 
partially anaesthetized. construction these 
chambers and cabinets was such that the surgeon 
could not see the head the patient, and the 
anaesthetist could not follow the operation. 
phones were then installed, but the open air-pipes 
connecting the pump cylinder with the chamber 
the cabinet made the latter practically part 
the pump cylinder, which the clicking 
the valves, the hissing noise the air the air- 
pipes, and the boiling the air through the water 
valve combined make such noise that the 
telephone was inaudible. Ventilation was defi- 
cient, the air being renewed only once ten 
fifteen minutes. The anaesthetist’s attention was 
taken from the patient regulate the pressure 
and other duties, which should have been done 
others. 


These inconveniences were avoided the posi- 
tive differential pressure apparatus Bauer. 
The head the patient enclosed air- 
tight box about five cubic feet contents, which 
the air changed from four five times every 
minute. The anaesthetic applied mask the 
ordinary way. Openings are provided the side 
the box, through which the hands and arms 
the anaesthetist are introduced, and then made air- 
tight means rubber gloves fastened inside 
the box. thus from the outside that the 
anaesthetist applies the anaesthetic and manipulates 
the head the patient, which sees before him 
below pane glass. 1907 Green and Jane- 
way had constructed positive pressure apparatus 
the Bauer type, but modified and improved 
the valve action and mechanical appliances for 
artificial respiration during anaesthesia. 1908 
Willy Meyer’s Positive Pressure Cabinet appeared. 
cabinet about eighty cubic feet contents, large 
enough for two anaesthetists, was built wire 
screens and made air-tight from the inside 
means bag rubber sheeting, through which 
conversation between surgeon and anaesthetist can 
carried on. The anaesthetists within are placed 
current fresh air; the exhaust near the 
head the patient, that the vapors the nar- 
cotic are absorbed the patient only. The air 
changed once every minute. Outside, against 
one side the cabinet and projecting far out from 
the same, pyramidal box was placed opening in- 
ward and closed front rubber collar 
through which the head the patient passed. 
The bottom this head-box horizontal, and 
serves carry adjustable support for the 
patient’s head, offering besides room for instru- 
ments, etc. top the box pitches downward 
and consists large pane glass, below which 
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the patient’s head can seen from the outside. 
Above the pane placed mirror which the 
anaesthetists, glancing up, see the field opera- 
tion reflected. The cabinet has air-lock 
means which the anaesthetists can reached 
without interruption the difference pressure. 
There room inside for oxygen-tanks and for 
apparatus for applying the anaesthetic. The an- 
aesthetists have access the head the patient, 
with plenty room all around the same for car- 
rying whatever manipulations are required dur- 
ing anaesthesia. the inside covering 
rubber sheeting has been replaced copper 
ing, and the use rubber sheeting been restricted 
sound-windows for conversation between sur- 
geon and anaesthetist the two vertical sides 
the head-box. Another sound-window arranged 
the copper near the pressure valve for conver- 
sation between anaesthetist and the mechanic. 
Later, the opening the wall for passing the 
patient’s head into the open air was 
stead, the patient’s head is. placed 
differential pressure cabinet erected within the 
negative chamber. The size the latter has been 
increased approximately one thousand cubic feet 
contents When the patient’s head 
the positive cabinet, his body rests the nega- 
tive chamber the operating-table front the 
positive cabinet. The air supply apportioned 
that the pressure within the cabinet, well 
within the chamber, responds immediately the 
slightest change the setting the valves. 
opening closing these valves differences pres- 
sure are produced, the extent which read 
the gauge. Using the gauge guide, the valve 
can, therefore, handled such way that the 
pressure rises and falls between limits determined 
the surgeon. 


Reduction size cabinets from six hun- 
dred fifty cubic feet contents, and from fifty 
five cubic feet proved that cabinets could dis- 
pensed with. Its place has been taken the mask 
and intubation tubes and apparatus forcing 
ether vapor through the same. the mask type 
are the apparatus Brat-Schmieden and Tie- 
gel. both the drop-method used, combi- 
nation with oxygen tank, the oxygen stream 
carrying the anaesthetic the lung. The pres- 
sure the lung maintained expiring against 
either spring valve (Schmieden) water 
column (Tiegel). The intubation type the 
apparatus Kuhn. tube introduced into 
the trachea and compressed air mixed with ether 
vapor blown through the same into the lung. 

1908 experiments overcome the deleterious 
effects pneumothorax operations upon the 
thoracic viscera were started. experiments 
mainly followed two plans: 


First. increase the air pressure within the 


bronchial tubes and thus prevent collapse the 
lung when the negative pressure the surface 
the lung removed opening and admitting 
air the pleura. 

Second. diminish the atmospheric pressure 
the exterior the lung when the chest 
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opened, while maintaining the normal pressure 
the air entering the trachea. 


Experiments with the first method have gener- 
ally been carried out means snugly fitting 
tracheal cannula intubation tube and some form 


Experiments the second method—by placing 
the animal’s body below the neck hermeti- 
cally sealed chamber from which certain amount 
air has been drawn. This was the Sauerbruch 
cabinet, the then most satisfactory negative pres- 
sure apparatus. When sufficient air withdrawn 
render the negative pressure equal 
cm. mercury was found that opening both 
pleural cavities the lungs did not collapse, but 
respiration continued without the slightest em- 
barrassment. 


tight helmet which incloses the patient’s head and 
neck, and which the air pressure increased 
and maintained water displacement. Since that 
time experimental work has been towards employ- 
ment methods positive intratracheal pressure 
rather than those utilizing negative pressure 
the Sauerbruch cabinet. Then came the Tiegel 
positive pressure apparatus and next came 
able positive pressure cabinet Janeway and 
Green. Many others worked along these lines, 
but remained for Auer and Meltzer perfect 
and popularize the intratracheal anaesthesia. This 
the method introducing the trachea flex- 
ible tube, the diameter which much smaller 
than the lumen the trachea, and they established 
the facts that pulmonary ventilation might 
maintained constant stream air oxygen, 
under definite pressure being blown the trachea

sult ideal anaesthesia because the dosage can 
accurately adjusted, and this means adequate 
and efficient respiration can carried on, when, 
for any reason, the normal respiratory mechanism 
embarrassed fails completely. The embar- 
rassment caused spasm the glottis, accumula- 
tion mucus the pharynx, and the dropping 
backward the tongue are entirely avoided, and 
the demonstrated impossibility foreign substance 
present the mouth pharynx entering the 
trachea bronchi. 

The Auer-Meltzer comparatively simple 
apparatus, and abolishes the cumbersome uncer- 
tain appliances the past and opens the thorax 
the progress surgery. The work Auer 
and Meltzer, Elsberg, Flint and others has proved 
that intratracheal anaesthesia not only suc- 
cessful solution important phase intra- 
thoracic surgery, but safe adventure. 

1912 Saxton Pope San Francisco con- 
structed apparatus involving the Auer and 
Meltzer theory. Its principal features are com-

Then the connection made with the machine for 
intratracheal anaesthesia. far better method 
introducing the catheter means the laryn- 
goscope. 

Some the patients complained sore throat 
after recovery from the anaesthesia, some had 
laryngitis, but this was due more the unsuccess- 
ful attempts intubation than the irritation 
the tube place. case developed pneumonia. 
The tracheal tube left until breathing good 
and coughing warns the return the laryn- 
geal reflex. the end operation the patient 
can roused within two five minutes giv- 
ing straight air. 

Continuing the history intratracheal anaes- 
thesia, find the group cases which intra- 
tracheal anaesthesia has been found highly 
advantageous very limited, and that the Meltzer 
method has been supplanted the pharyngeal 
method Connell.

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BOWEL OBSTRUCTION FOLLOWING 
OPERATIONS OCCURRING DURING 
CONVALESCING PERIOD 


ALANSON WEEKS, and 
ROY BROOKS,

fornia Medical School, St. Luke’s Hospital). 


The menace bowel obstruction following 
abdominal operation constantly with us. 
have had personal experience with bowel obstruc- 
tion following the simplest types work the 
peritoneal cavity. 

The cause death these patients most 
interesting phase the subject. The amazingly 
painstaking experimental work men 
laboratory such Whipple, Bacon, Anslow and 
Eppler, Hartwell and Hoguet, and Alvarez 
and Ellis has aided the surgeon reducing the 
mortality. Still far too many these cases end 
fatally and relatively unimportant the 
practical surgeon whether the toxemia due 
toxin from the intestinal mucosa from intestinal 
dration, unless points way relief. Surgeons 
have known since Kocher’s early work that the 
intestinal contents patients suffering from ob- 
struction are toxic and all them have practiced 
repeated gastric lavage. 


The work the men mentioned above has 
taught the clinical men that the toxic contents 
the obstructed bowel tends accumulate the 
upper intestine and enterostomies are now done 
this portion the gut. However, the mortality 
rate appalling and will continue remain high 
until means are developed which will aid mak- 
ing early, certain diagnosis. Whipple and his 
co-workers lay stress upon the increase the non- 
protein nitrogen the blood prognostic 
sign, while Bacon, Anslow and Eppler claim 
have shown that this increase due entirely 
dehydration. 

recognize functional and mechanical obstruc- 
tion following operation, and the life the 
patient depends upon the rapidity with which 
are able diagnose the mechanical type. must 
admit functional foundation for intestinal paraly- 
sis. For instance, the organism self-protection 
the event peritonitis puts the bowel rest; 
also meet paralytic ileus other overwhelming 
toxemias where the peritoneum not involved. 
Whether this due stimulation the sympa- 
thetic nervous system disturbance the normal 
intestinal gradients still open question. Prob- 
ably both have influence. 

have seen ileus patient with large 
crushing injury the thigh with profound toxemia, 
and autopsy showed the peritoneum, the intestine, 
and the mesentery free from inflammation. Similar 
findings are not all uncommon pneumonias, 

are reminded one patient whom 
resected the cecum and part the ascending 
colon with end end anastomosis for cancer, 
who developed ileus nearly could 
observed shortly after the operation. The patient 
was not shock upon leaving the operating room.

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She failed relieved liberal administration 
fluids both subcutaneously and intravenously, 
repeated gastric lavage, and even opening 
presenting loop intestine with irrigation did not 
prevent fatality. This had recognized 
functional paralysis because autopsy the field 
operation was entirely walled off from the 
general cavity, there was general peritonitis, 
and the anastomosis was patent, but the whole 
small bowel was enormously dilated. 


Another patient with bullet wound the 
abdomen rode forty miles automobile and 
was operated upon ten hours after the accident. 
loop the jejunum was perforated four times 
and the descending colon twice. peritoneal 
cavity contained considerable amount intes- 
tinal content and the peritoneum had thrown out 
plastic exudate. inches the jejunum 
was resected, side side anastomosis done and the 
holes the colon sutured. patient did well 
until the third day when there was profuse dis- 
charge pus and the abdomen was extremely 
distended that the pit the stomach rose dome- 
like from the chest. diagnosis functional 
obstruction was made and duodenal tube put 
the stomach and strapped the patient’s chin 
with connecting tube which hung into pail partly 
filled with water and placed beside the bed. The 
tube was left twenty-four hours and the patient 
slept while his stomach was washed intervals. 
was furnished with plenty fluids subcu- 
taneously and enormous quantities black mate- 
rial drained into the pail. After this had 
smooth convalescence. 

The great danger our patients that the 
surgeon often fails make diagnosis me- 
chanical obstruction because 
this functional cause, lacks the moral cour- 
age submit his patient the ordeal second 
operation soon enough. 

The mechanical causes bowel obstruction dur- 
ing the period convalescence are very numerous. 
One patient from whom chronic appendix 
had been removed, when first saw her had fecal 
vomiting. The abdomen was promptly opened and 
the coils the intestine were found glued the 
field operation such way that kink was 
formed and obstructed the lumen. the loops 
were freed peristalsis was rapidly established even 
before the abdomen was closed. This patient 
promptly recovered. 

young girl who had acute, gangrenous 
appendix removed developed obstruction within 
week following appendectomy. Upon reopening 
the abdomen was found filled with thick jelly- 
like material which had caused gluing together 
the coils. The patient was reopened four times 
for obstruction following the initial operation and 
the cause was doubt the rapidity with which 
the peritoneum threw out the fibrinous exudate. 
She recovered and for number years has had 
good health. 

Another patient upon whom gastroenterostomy 
and appendectomy were performed for stomach 
ulcer, developed pelvic peritonitis and partial ob- 
struction which cleared followed the 
course week complete obstruction. Upon 
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reopening the abdomen the pelvis was found matted 
with coils small intestine around rather large 
abscess. The abscess was drained with large tubes. 
The futility any effort unwind the obstruc- 
tion the bowel was evident, and catheter was 
placed distended loop the upper jejunum 
which drained freely for three four days. ‘The 
patient made uneventful recovery. had 
stools four days and the opening the small 
bowel closed very soon. have been unable 
account for the pelvic abscess. 


Another patient from whom 
appendix had been removed made uninterrupted 
recovery and was about leave the hospital 
the fourteenth day when suddenly, usual 
the mechanical obstruction, complained 
violent pains his abdomen. Reopening the 
abdomen revealed volvulous the small bowel 
enormously distended, impacted the pelvis. The 
site the twist was near the former site the 
appendix and adhesions had probably helped 
cause the obstruction. 
This patient promptly developed paralytic ileus 
which caused his death. 

nurse who was about ready resume her 
duties following the removal acute, unper- 
forated appendix, developed bowel obstruction. 
Immediate reoperation revealed volvulous near 
the site the former operation which was easily 
freed and the patient recovered. 

patient upon whom gastroenterostomy was 
performed month before gave history very 
frequent vomiting following the operation. was 
found the secondary operation that the stomach 
had dragged the jejunum through the opening 
the mesocolon which had caused almost complete 
obstruction the bowel above and below the 
new opening. The mesocolon was freed about the 
gastroenterostomy opening, which was ample 
size, and the stomach pulled through for three- 
fourths inch and the mesocolon stitched 
this site. This patient recovered. 

This sufficient number examples bowel 
obstruction during the convalescing period follow- 
ing laporotomies cover the field. Others have 
reported obstruction following the Gilliam opera- 
tion through loop small bowel caught about 
the round ligament its new position, which has 
led most surgeons who use this operation close 
the opening. Others have reported post-operative 
obstruction due thrombosis the mesentery 
veins, and ligation the blood supply the 
transverse colon doing resection the stomach 
has been reported. loop gut may caught 
the abdominal incision separation the 
deep layers the wound and for this reason the 
incision should examined every convalescing 
patient registering symptoms intestinal obstruc- 
tion. loop gut also may caught the 
loop bowel following posterior gastroen- 
terostomy. 

The differentiation between functional and me- 
chanical obstruction often difficult make. 
correct history and close observation called for 
each case. differentiation imperative 
because the treatment the types radically 
different. 
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Functional paralysis usually comes shortly 
after operation after the development peri- 
tonitis toxemia. The patient does not have 
the grinding-like pains through the abdomen and 
dously distended and vomiting occurs, 
all, several hours after the onset the dis- 
tension and apt the spitting-up type; 
gas enemas and irrigations fail relieve the dis- 
tension, but with persistence enough gas can 
removed furnish some relief and valuable infor- 
mation. not relieved these patients develop 
rapid respiration and rapid heart action and die 
from toxemia, hypostatic pneumonia failing 
blood pressure. 


Mechanical obstruction rarely occurs before the 
third fourth day and usually not until several 
days after operation. ‘The patient may may 
not have peritonitis. first symptom appear 
grinding-like pains the abdomen occurring 
intervals, which followed vomiting usually 
violent and often projectile, and the patient shows 
decided anxiety. distension the abdomen 
and the time the onset vomiting depends 
much upon whether the obstruction high low 
the bowel. character the pain the 
pathognomonic symptom and always present 
accurate history obtained. Enemas and 
irrigations fail produce results except 
the return may contain some particles fecal 
matter, but there gas, except that which 
may injected from the enema tube. 
tosis, probably due dehydration, present. Run- 
ning pulse followed rapidly shock, and death 
soon follows unless relief furnished. 


the prevention intestinal obstruction gentle 
handling the tissues during operation 
most important prophylactic measure, and for this 
reason advocate wide abdominal incisions. 


The treatment functional ileus repeated 
gastric lavage; better, duodenal tube with 
connecting tube which hangs over the side the 
bed pail partly filled with water; repeated 
enemas and high irrigations with lubricating liquids. 
Stimulation bowel with Pituritin Eserin 
sufficient doses, each time following imme- 
diately with irrigations the bowel which should 
continued from forty sixty minutes. 


The treatment mechanical obstruction 
operation immediately after the earliest possible 
diagnosis. these operations speed de- 
sired. the obstruction difficult relieve 
better put catheter the upper small bowel 
and close the abdomen. Irrigations through this 
catheter will drain off the toxin and the patient 
should treated for shock. will time 
enough further operative work necessary 
when the patient’s condition less critical. 


both types obstruction there secreted 
into the lumen the intestine large quantities 
water and toxins evident that these 
patients must have sufficient quantity fluids. 
give routinely normal salt solution subcu- 
taneously and glucose solutions intravenously 
often required, which furnish the patient with 
nourishment well with fluids.

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ABSENCE THE PROSTATE ASSO- 
CIATED WITH ENDOCRINE 
DISEASE 


LISSER, D., San Francisco 


Whether the prostate deserves classified 
among the incretory glands yet extremely 
problematical. However, 
concerning its possible harmonic activity have been 
undertaken. For example, DuBois and Boulet 
1919 demonstrated that intravenous injections 
extracts normal prostate cause contraction 
the bladder, whereas, hypertrophied human 
prostate had such effect. These findings led 
the authors conclude that there internal 
secretion the prostate which acts excitant 
the vesicle muscles. 


Bogoslovsky and Korentchevsky made observa- 
tions the metabolism two normal and six 
castrated dogs which were given intravenous in- 
both. ‘They conclude that the prostate constitutes 
powerful stimulant the internal secretion 
the testicle, and the internal secretion the 
testicle exercises stimulating influence ex- 
change protein substances especially. 


Macht and Matsumoto 1920 performed ex- 
periments determine whether prostatic extracts 
vitro had any specific action isolated genito- 
urinary organs. concluded that specific 
action existed. Macht recorded further endocrino- 
logical studies the prostate 1921 and reported 
that the feeding prostate hastens metamorphosis 
the frog and salamander larvae, but that unlike 
thyroid causes shrinkage the animals. 

Castration was one the earliest surgical 
procedures and 1775 John Hunter called atten- 
tion the fact that castration carried out 
youth infancy causes hypoplasia want 
development the prostate. About century 
later Griffiths, White and Guyon added the in- 
teresting fact that castration adult life causes 
atrophy the prostate. 

1893 enlarged our knowledge 
respect gonad insufficiency, the same time 
introducing the term describe 
type individual who was lacking testicular 
secretion but had been castrated. reported 
two cases men aged and 21, respectively, who 
were peculiar form, narrow shoulders, 
pelvis, round and plump neck, beardless faces, 
high-pitched voices, large breasts, and whose geni- 
talia were infantile. one patient practically 
prostate was palpable per rectum; that say, 
thickening was felt, but definite gland. The 
other was examined post mortem and the prostate 
was hardly more than one-third its natural 
size. Microscopic glandular tubules could de- 
the prostate, but they were comparatively 
ew. 

Clinical hyperpituitarism 
before adolescence and acromegaly after puberty. 
earlier stages acromegaly are acquainted 
with examples excessive sexual libido, and 
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gigantism with instances 
sex power and secondary sex characters. Most 
these patients, however, come the 
the late stages the disease when pituitary 
inactivity has supervened, and then find, the 
female, characteristic obesity and amenorrhoea and 
sterility and the male diminished libido and 
potentia, and both high degree atrophy 
the sex glands. This well recognized relationship 
between the pituitary and the sex apparatus 
exemplified even more emphatically primary 
hypopituitarism. The Froelich syndrome discov- 
ered 1901 skeletal undergrowth, 
obesity, and sex infantilism; the Lorain type like- 
wise demonstrates skeletal undergrowth and sexual 
aplasia, but without adiposity; the Neurath-Cush- 
ing variety dyspituitarism consists skeletal 
overgrowth with adiposity and sexual infantilism; 
the common demoninator these clinical distur- 
bances sexual infantilism. Whether these syn- 
dromes are actually due pituitary insufficiency 
present disputed. Bailey and Bremer and 
others have reproduced diabetes insipidus, and even 
obesity with sexual infantilism, dogs punc- 
turing the hypothalamus, using the lateral ap- 
proach Paulesco and Cushing, giving perfect 
exposure the pituitary gland. have accom- 
plished these results with startling uniformity and 
careful serial sections the pituitary gland have 
shown absolutely free from injury. How- 
ever, until further investigations settle this impor- 
tant question will best continue refer 
the syndromes Froelich and Lorain ex- 
amples clinical hypopituitarism. 

Attempts have been made 
pituitarism experimentally. Those that chose trans- 
plantation pituitary substance method 
producing hyperpituitarism failed their efforts. 
Goetsch fed anterior lobe pituitary, posterior lobe 
pituitary and whole gland pituitary young rats 
and obtained very positive results which, however, 
have not been confirmed. The feeding pituitary 
anterior lobe extract caused more vigorous body 
growth than the control animals and stimulated 
earlier and more active genital development. 
his report specifically mentions the effect 
anterior lobe feeding the prostate gland which 
showed, like the sex glands, earlier develop- 
ment and activity. 

Many investigators (notably Crowe, Cushing 
and Homans, Blair-Bell, and Aschner) proved 
producing hypopituitarism experimentally that the 
genital apparatus markedly retarded its de- 
velopment and that this hypoplasia included the 
prostate well the testes, penis and vas defer- 
ens. Whether their results were really due 
pituitary insufficiency resulted from accidental 
injury the neighboring brain tissue remains 
settled. 

view the striking genital 
repeatedly emphasized clinical hypopituitarism, 
and view the specific mention undeveloped 
prostates experimental hypopituitarism, seemed 
rather surprising that reference the prostate 
had been made the innumerable case reports 
Froelich, Lorain and 
tuitarism. Accordingly, 1920, placed 
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record (The New York Journal, March 
1920) five cases pre-adolescent hypopitui- 
tarism, three whom prostate could felt 
rectal examination, and two whom only 
very tiny diminutive organ could recognized. 


Since that publication several more cases have 
been discovered that date there may 
reported fifteen cases hypopituitarism (eight 
the Lorain type, five the Froelich syndrome and 
two the Neurath-Cushing type) and three cases 
primary gonad deficiency. the eighteen 
cases prostate could felt thirteen cases and 
only tiny diminutive organ the remaining five. 


The prostate large enough normally child- 
hood easily felt and pediatricians especially 
are urged make rectal examination boys who 
show other stigmata infantilism. 


Not much gained this time 
elaborating theories concerning absent diminu- 
tive prostate hypopituitarism. established 
that atrophy occurs after castration; also know 
that testicular aplasia occurs hypopituitarism. 
Whether the prostatic aplasia atrophy hypo- 
pituitarism due directly the lack pituitary 
secretion whether follows upon testicular 
all the cases that show absent diminutive pros- 
tates likewise show tiny and insufficient testes. 

The above data summarizes briefly paper 
published shortly which will discuss the question 
more fully and which will include 
tories the eighteen cases together with their 
photographs.

is, course, quite impossible within the 
limits our allotted time even touch upon all 
the phases recent advances surgical practice. 
must content ourselves with briefly citing the 
outstanding features our subject. 


Biliary Surgery—One the most important 
advances biliary surgery has been connection 
with the pre-operative and post-operative care 
jaundiced patients. well known one 
the chief risks operating the presence 
jaundice the post-operative bleeding, not rea- 
son the slipping ligature from vessel, but 
from the multiple points abraded surfaces, due 
diminished coagulability the blood. Most 
the fatalities due intro-abdominal hemorrhage 
jaundiced patients are cases where the coagu- 
lating time the blood nine minutes more. 
has been found that calcium chloride per 
cent solution, cc., injected intravenously during 
three four-day period will greatly reduce the 
coagulating time the blood. 

addition these jaundiced patients should 
fed large quantities carbo-hydrates and given 
per cent glucose tap water proctoclysis 
and 3000 4000 cc. water mouth every 
twenty-four hours, hydrate the patient and 
promote elimination the toxic bile pigments. 


Opie, the result his experimental work, 


believes that carbo-hydrates prevent disintegration 
body proteins when the individual state 


toxemia. believed that the calcium 
beneficial, not only lowering the coagulating 
time the blood, but decreasing toxemia 
uniting with the circulating bile pigment. addi- 
tion this Crile recommends extremely light 
form nitrous oxide anesthesia, the avoidance 
any narcotic, especially morphin. Hot packs 
the liver continued intermittently after the opera- 
tion until convalescence established, one more 
transfusions blood during the first week, and 
gravest cases, possible, dividing the operation 
into two stages, are further protective features for 
the jaundiced patient. Recently personal case, 
man extremely ill and heavily jaundiced, was treated 
the calcium method and the blood coagulating 
time was reduced from more than nine minutes 
seven minutes within two three days, and largely 
under local anesthesia cholecystgastrostomy was 
successfully performed. 

the development biliary surgery there 
outstanding feature now quite generally ac- 
cepted common consent, namely, that 
extremely unwise and injudicious perform 
one stage operation involving interference with 
the pelvic organs and the gall-bladder. Expe- 
rience has been very effective teacher this 
respect. not question speed dex- 
terity the part the surgeon, for the fatali- 
ties occur this class cases, for instance, 
hysterectomy and cholecystectomy combined, where

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the lapse time has been remarkably short. 
Practically all surgeons any considerable expe- 
rience now two-stage operation where gall- 
bladder involvement determined connection 
with pelvic pathology. The striking statement 
the late John Murphy, although referring 
different surgical procedure, most applicable 
the man who persists going the limit 
one-stage operation: “It complimentary his 
daring, but derogatory his judgment and 
hazardous his patient the extreme.” 

Interesting and helpful features are developing 
the possible and probable causes gall- 
stones. Rosenow’s studies have persuaded him that 
gall-stones result from cholecystitis, being caused 
bacterial invasion the gall-bladder wall. 
Henes thinks hypercholesterenemia the primary and 
fundamental etiological factor the production 
gall-stones. Certain that many gall-blad- 
ders with cholesterin stones give evidence 
infection. Aoyama, producing gall-stones sub- 
cutaneous and oral feeding cholesterin, has given 
support contention. Rothschild and 
Felson noted very high cholesterenemia obstruc- 
tive jaundice due stone, while jaundice due 
hepatic lesion the cholesterin content was normal 
subnormal. Certainly these observations strongly 
suggest that the routine examination 
centage cholesterin the blood might 
valuable diagnostic feature biliary conditions. 
Next the appendix, the gall-bladder furnishes 
the most frequent intra-abdominal lesion requiring 
surgical interference, consequently progress the 
direction earlier and more accurate recognition 
gall-bladder involvement has been most marked. 
During all the developmental period biliary 
surgery there has been considerable swinging 
the pendulum opinion between cholecystos- 
tomy and cholecystectomy; also whether the 
dissection should begin the fundus the 
ducts; again whether not the duct and 
artery should ligated separately, and 
whether not drainage should routinely used 
following cholecystectomy. 

There great diversity opinion the 
function the gall-bladder, but probably 
principally concentrator the bile. Thus far 
the removal the gall-bladder has apparently not 
been followed any particularly demonstrable 
deleterious effect upon the body beyond dilata- 
tion the extra-hepatic ducts. Sufficient time has 
now elapsed permit the conclusion that the 
end results cholecystectomy are sufficiently better 
than cholecystostomy justify the more radical 
operation except special cases where distinctly 
contra-indicated. 

The opinion seems gaining ground that 
more frequently than formerly supposed there 
variation the relation and termination the 
hepatic and cystic ducts and that isolation the 
ducts and more accurate determination their 
relationship may obtained dissecting the gall- 
bladder from the fundus toward the ducts. 
tion the cystic duct and its separate ligation 
factor safety against injury either the 
hepatic the common duct. But aside from this 
there seems particular advantage the 
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separate ligation the duct and artery. Judd 
expressed his personal opinion that did not 
make the slightest difference. 

Undoubtedly the tendency strongly toward 
closing without drainage 
tomy; but this practice involves the necessity for 
very thorough hemostasis, careful peritonization 
prevent leakage bile from the abraded liver 
surface, and thorough securing the stump 
the cystic duct the ligature prevent its re- 
opening. There are still many good men, however, 
who are earnestly pleading that drainage pro- 
vided for few days following cholecystectomy. 

There has been great advance the matter 
plastic and repairative work the bile ducts 
the use pedicled flaps bowel stomach or, 
better still, the reimplantation the duct either 
into the stomach duodenum. 

Gastric Surgery—Since 1881, when Billroth did 
the first successful pylorectomy and Wolfler the 
gastric surgery has passed 
through the era almost utter abandonment, due 
disappointing results and excessive mortality, 
that perfected mechanical facilities, highly de- 
veloped technique and diagnostic acumen, bringing 
gastric surgery the point brilliant achieve- 
ments equal that any phase surgical 
endeavor. The period disappointing results 
from ill-advised gastro-enterostomies led more 
careful differentiation cases and more specific 
classification indications for this procedure until 
now rests upon much less questionable basis 
than the days its much more frequent abuse. 
Moynihan believes that per cent the unfavor- 
able results gastro-enterostomies can accounted 
for the basis the operation being done with- 
out organic lesion, that is, for functional disorders 
for chronic diseases elsewhere than 
stomach. 

Most the discussion gastric surgery now 
chiefly involves the question the proper surgical 
treatment gastric and duodenal ulcer, whether 
ordinary gastro-enterostomy sufficient for single 
pyloric and duodenal ulcers whether circular 
excision the ulcer with gastro-enterostomy should 
adopted. Deaver believes the ulcer allowed 
remain may may not heal, and his expe- 
rience has led him resect the ulcer addition 
doing gastro-enterostomy, thus reducing the 
chance carcinoma and subsequent hemorrhage 
perforation. Bull’s clinic Christiania, 
simple gastro-enterostomy has seemed give 
good results resection ulcers near the pylorus 
and the duodenum, but far less satisfactory 
results are obtained from gastro-enterostomy when 
the ulcers are distance from the pylorus. Judd 
believes that for ulcer the cardiac end the 
addition excision because least one-third 
these patients have recurrence symptoms where 
mere excision without gastro-enterostomy done. 
believes the rhythm broken when certain 
portions muscle are removed, causing two waves 
come together that the stomach does not 
properly empty. When gastro-enterostomy done 


and the ulcer not excised, per cent recover and 
per cent symptoms will recur. Judd believes 
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gastro-enterostomy without excision 
cedure choice for duodenal ulcer. Curt Meth- 
ling Leipsic observes that for ulcer the 
stomach duodenum near the pylorus simple 
gastro-enterostomy gives very satisfactory imme- 
diate result, but that after few months there 
sense pressure, more less hypo-chlorhydria, 
anacidity and chronic gastritis, just unpleasant 
its phenomena the original ulcer. bile 
flowing through the anastomotic opening, combin- 
ing with the acid, controls the hyper-chlorhydria 
for the time, but later the effect the bile the 
stomach injure the secretory activity the 
gastric glands and eventually produce chronic 
anacidity with gastritis. 

seems probable that entero anastomosis, 
short circuiting the proximal and distal jejunum 
three four inches from the gastro-enterostomy 
will overcome this interference the admixture 
bile with the stomach contents. This entero anas- 
tomosis can very quickly and easily done with 
small Murphy button, the two halves the 
button being dropped into the proximal and distal 
jejunum when the bowel opened for the gastro- 
enterostomy. 

With the relative frequency carcinoma being 
superficial upon old ulcer one can not escape 
the conviction that wherever possible all gastric 
ulcers should excised. equally true regard- 
ing the danger subsequent perforation. Nathan 
Winslow recently reported twenty-nine cases 
perforated gastric and duodenal ulcer which were 
operated. Fourteen recovered and fifteen died. 
Twenty-three the twenty-nine cases 
tories gastric disturbance typical ulcer, for 
which had proper treatment been instituted the 
emergency operation with high mortality might 
have been avoided. Progress the surgical treat- 
ment gastric carcinoma has been very gratifying. 
Results showing least per cent three 
five-year cures. now believed that fifty 
per cent gastric carcinomas there metas- 
tasis, consequently much larger percentage 
these cases lend themselves favorable surgical 
interference than was formerly supposed. 

Experience has seemed demonstrate that the 
Billroth and the Mayo modification the 
anterior and posterior Polya operations give the 
best results partial resections the stomach. 
With the regular posterior Polya believe there 
much greater danger back pressure causing 
reopening the blind duodenal 
through too complete incorporation the jejunum 
with the heavier gastric walls, producing more 
less obstruction. have twice had the experience 
duodenal leakage after performing the posterior 
Polya. Where sufficient stomach left that 
can brought through the opening the trans- 
verse meso-colon seems the modified Polya 
the best type gastric resection; but where 
necessary remove more than one-third one- 
half the stomach the modified anterior Polya 
decidedly the best. The emptying the stomach 
along the lesser curvature into the distal jejunum, 
through small opening, the overlapping the 
sutured stomach the jejunal walls and the sav- 
ing time made possible this technique makes 
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this operation exceedingly gratifying gastric 
operative procedure. 

Babcock joins the duodenum the lesser curva- 
ture the resected stomach and overlaps the 
sutured portion the stomach with the duodenal 
walls and thus avoids the “Fatal Angle” 
establishes normal relationship between the 
stomach and 


Thoracic Surgery—From among 
able developments thoracic surgery during recent 
years can only mention one two. 


Empyema—The great epidemics 1917 and 
1918 afforded unparalleled opportunity for obser- 
vation and study the empyema problem. 
first early operation was resorted to, that is, while 
the pneumonia was active, and the mortality was 
frightful, running high per cent. With 
the change this feature and adopting the 
policy operating early far the empyema 
was concerned, but late far the pneumonia 
was concerned the mortality was reduced about 


Only one other recent advance chest surgery 
will mentioned, and that Jacobaeus thora- 
scopic examination the chest through pneumo- 
thorax and direct cauterization the old adhesions, 
thus permitting collapse the lung tubercu- 
lar and empyemic conditions. 
meeting the American College Surgeons, 
Jacobaeus reported seventy-eight cases intra- 
thoracic adhesions treated his method, fifty- 
five which the adhesions 
removed and which per cent the cases 
showed pus and sputum rapidly disappearing and 
the patient becoming symptom free. further 
reports several cases intra-thoracic tumor having 
been diagnosed the thoracoscope and afterwards 
successfully removed surgical interference. 

The Thyroid—Perhaps other field surgical 
endeavor has been more fruitful recent years 
than that surgery the thyroid. now 
possible hold out this class patients most 
brilliant prospects complete recovery, matter 
from what type pathologic thyroid they may 
suffering. Radium emanations, protecting the heart 
with digitalis and hydrotherapy, blood transfusions, 
open wound for the first twenty-four hours for 
rapid drainage and metabolic studies, have developed 
additional factors safety thyroid surgery. 

Acidosis—The development the theory 
acidosis and its importance estimated degree 
surgical risk now regarded immense value 
adjunct surgical practice. The incident 
acute acidosis during operation per cent 
and more frequent women than men. 
Glucose and soda bicarbonate, 
travenously during operation, both intravenously and 
bowel following operation, together with carbo- 
hydrate feeding before and after operation, will 
entirely prevent lessen the incident acidosis. 
Time forbids any attempt discuss many other 
splendid illustrations wonderful surgical advance- 
ment recent years. Blood transfusion has proven 
such inestimable value and its field usefulness 
rapidly broadening. Crile gives transfusions 
infections all kinds. One patient reported was 
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given 2600 cc. blood six hours. strepto- 
coccus hemolyticus his clinic, recoveries have 
increased per cent transfusion. Good results 
have been obtained lateral sinus thrombosis and 
severe types exophthalmic goitre. 


conclusion, remark that undoubtedly the 
most gratifying feature these evidences prog- 
ress surgical practice the contemplation that 
every advance step means the mitigation human 
suffering, the prolongation life greater com- 
fort, and the contributing the sum total 
human joy, which after all represent 
rewards and the greatest stimulus the surgeon 
for the attainment the highest possible efficiency 
the practice his chosen profession.

1922 Death Rate Higher and Birth Rate Lower 
Department Commerce announces that 
provisional mortality figures compiled 
Bureau the Census for the first quarter 1922 
indicate higher death rates than for the correspond- 
ing quarter 1921.

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THE HEMORRHOID PROBLEM 
REVIEW 
SOL. HYMAN, D., San Francisco 

Twenty-five hundred years ago 
treated piles cauterization with the hot iron 
and ligature, and advance was made until 
the introduction general anesthesia. ancient 
methods were then improved, and later Whitehead 
devised his operation for complete excision the 
pile-bearing area, that today have the three 
principal methods handling piles: ligature, 
clamp and cautery, and the radical Whitehead 
procedure. 


During the past twenty-five years the fashion 
with regard the choice procedure has changed, 
but nothing new has been added. the begin- 
ning this period the German school was domi- 
nant, and the clamp and cautery held the field. 
Then, for brief period, trained surgeons, seeing 
the possibilities for real cure the excision 
the hemorrhoidal plexus, adopted Whitehead’s rad- 
ical operation. But this never could become 
general procedure, requiring greater surgical ability 
than that possessed the host practitioners 
whom responsibility for the treatment piles 
alls. 

Latterly there have come into being specialists 
for diseases the rectum and anus, many whom 
lack the surgical training necessary for the perform- 
ance this often major operation; and practically 
all them advocate ligature, either mass 
with dissection the individual piles, this view 
being shared most American surgeons, some 
reserving the Whitehead operation for the extreme 
cases with complete rosette. 

the three operations our disposal, which 
the best, judged from the standpoints sim- 
plicity, post-operative comfort, and freedom from 
complications and recurrences? 

Simplicity. The clamp and cautery opera- 
tion the simplest, with the ligature method 
all its modifications following close second. 
There but little choose between them. White- 
head’s procedure, necessitating accurate dissec- 
tion and removal the lower end the bowel, 
cannot reckoned with these from the viewpoint 
simplicity. 

Post-operative Comfort. Arthur Neve, 
series 855 cases, states that, following the liga- 
ture operation, many the patients suffered great 
pain; following the clamp and cautery operation, 
practically none. The catheter was used once, 
the night the operation, about per cent, 
and subsequently but two three the 855 
cases. Anderson reports 300 operations 
months from St. Mark’s Hospital London: 150 
ligature, 100 Whitehead, clamp and cautery. 
Severe post-operative pain was present none 
those operated upon with the clamp and cautery, 
per cent those which the ligature was 
used, and per cent after the Whitehead 
operation; moderate pain followed these procedures 
per cent, per cent and per cent, re- 
spectively; and but little pain per cent, 
per cent and per cent. The degree pain was

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measured the amount morphine required, little 
pain requiring none, moderate, one-quarter grain 
dose, and severe more. his series the catheter 
was required per cent the ligature cases, 
per cent the Whitehead, and none those 
where the clamp and cautery was used. 
average stay the hospital was days follow- 
ing the clamp and cautery, following ligature 
and the Whitehead cases. Stone, reporting 
series 470 cases operated upon the method 
Whitehead, found that 146 cases required 
the catheter, and that the average stay the 
hospital has been cut days. 


Post-operative Complications. Hemorrhage 
noteworthy degree was present one 
Anderson’s clamp and cautery, four ligature and 
two Whitehead cases. spite these figures 
know that severe post-operative hemorrhage has 
followed the clamp and cautery operation many 
unpublished case, due the gaping the 
seared edges. Post-operative tags occurred 
per cent the clamp and cautery, per cent 
the Whitehead, while per cent the ligature 
cases were followed this annoying sequel. These 
tags usually require secondary removal prevent 
soiling the underwear, pruritis 
They are shrunken external hemorrhoids and are 
usually produced the surgeon during dilatation 
the sphincter, injection the local anesthetic 
the course the operation, and know 
method preventing their occurrence. One 
sees them with without dilatation the sphinc- 
ter. That most them are due the trauma 
the operation itself undoubted, our experience 
agreeing fully with that Anderson. Painful 
thrombotic external piles, frequently requiring the 
evacuation thrombus relieve the severe 
pain, are not uncommon following the ligature 
operation, and but rare following the clamp and 
cautery, the painful, tender, swollen rosette 
often seen about the rectum after the use 
the ligature. 

Anderson found abscesses fistulae follow 
the clamp and cautery, and but very few following 
other methods. Stone gives list such cases 
his series Whitehead operations. Sphincter 
control (Anderson) returned: 

Following clamp and cautery the sixth day. 

Following ligature the tenth day. 

Following Whitehead operation the twelfth 
day. 

Stricture followed none the clamp and cau- 
tery cases and his 150 ligature cases, 
per cent them requiring instrumental dilatation 
six weeks following operation. All were 
cured. Stone reports five strictures 185 his 
Whitehead patients whom was able trace. 
The mortality negligible, Neve having the only 
death 2125 cases reported four writers. 

Recurrences. Neve notes five known recur- 
rences 885 cases. Anderson had none any 
method, but did not follow his cases over six weeks 
from the time operation. During six months, 
however, met with but one recurrence after 
years, the hundreds cases presenting them- 
selves the outpatient department St. Mark’s 
Hospital. Harvey Stone notes five more less 
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extensive recurrences 185 cases followed, many 
more than one would expect after the radical ex- 
cision the hemorrhoidal area. ‘There 
large series cases reported giving basis for 
judgment concerning the ligature operation. 

From the available literature would seem 
that the clamp and cautery operation the opera- 
tion choice from the standpoint simplicity; 
that far and away the best operation 
respect post-operative comfort and freedom from 
complications, and good any judged the 
number recurrences. 

this connection must stated that O’Con- 
nor reports 500 cases operated upon the White- 
head method without dilatation the sphincter, 
with not one even partial relapse, and with very 
comfortable convalescence. 

word should said concerning the anesthetic. 
Some the rectal specialists condemn the clamp 
and cautery operation not feasible under local 
analgesia. have performed dozens operations 
this manner, and assistants the hospital have 
had difficulty doing so. the light the 
above figures their statement that the clamp and 
cautery procedure need only mentioned 
condemned must taken with grain salt. 

order circumvent the danger from hemor- 
rhage, really the only weak point, the clamp 
and cautery operation, perform the operation 
follows: The individual piles are brought down, 
following dilatation the sphincter (general 
local anesthesia), and grasped the base with 
heavy, ivory-backed pile clamp, cut and thoroughly 
seared. Before removing the clamp the mucosa 
caught above and close the clamp with 
hemostat. The clamp now very slowly removed 
and suture fine catgut passed distal the 
hemostat and tied above include the 
artery the hemorrhoid which enters the upper 
third the nodule. This suture, fine needle, 
now whipped over the seared edge. This gives 
comfortable convalescence does the simple 
clamp and cautery operation and completely relieves 
the worry concerning hemorrhage. For simple 
pedunculated piles the ligature used, and the 
Whitehead operation ‘is reserved for the extensive 
rosettes.

Damage the spine may acute injury, 
chronic strain disease, any two these, 
and not infrequently all three. Quite severe 
and often completely disabling symptoms some- 
times follow very slight trauma. Such cases are 
really arthritic but with very slight 
there are congenital variations the shape 
the bones, causing lessened stability which al- 
ways possible source weakness. 
other hand, this very slight trauma may suf- 
tebra. 


other parts the body, the muscles 
the back may suffer from simple strain due 
hard labor heavy lifting. The history will 
often reveal few weeks manual labor 
person who had always lived sedentary life, 
the chief symptoms being soreness stiffness 
the lower lumbar region, giving only partial 
disability, and should gradually pass away with- 
out any treatment. Sometimes, however, these 
symptoms persist and the X-ray study shows 
congenitally weak back, arthritic changes. 


what really takes place the sacro-iliac synchon- 
drosis during trauma. the X-ray does not 
reveal any definite variation from the normal 
the joint itself, the cause must carefully sought 
from study the neighboring structures, and 
from history repeated traumatism the 
lower back. lifting, frequently assuming 
the posture forward body bend and remaining 
for appreciable time, thus stretching the liga- 
ments the sacro-iliac joints, direct trauma 
from fall blow, will make the joint very 
susceptible acute strain sprain. 
case person stooping quickly pick some 
light article. has sudden sharp pain the 
joint itself, inability assume the erect posture, 
sensation something snapping and deviation 
the trunk towards the affected side, which are 
characteristic acute sacro-iliac 
diagnosis can confirmed eliciting marked 
tenderness over the joint deep pressure, often 
fullness over the joint due fluid the joint, 
positive Kernig’s sign, marked spasm the 
erector spinae muscles, especially the affected 
side, and marked limitation motion during 
lateral bending away from the 
due pain and muscle spasm because direct 
pull the structures forming the joint. 


more severe type there actual slip- 
ping forward the sacrum the ilium, 
one-fourth inch, and this usually hap- 
pens when there congenital variation

partial dislocation must reduced manip- 
ulation under general anaesthetic, the success 
which usually made known sharp 
sound the joint regains its normal position. 
Then should treated the same that out- 
lined for acute sacro-iliac strain. disabili- 
ties often become sub-acute chronic because 
the adhesions that have formed around the joint. 
Stretching most efficient form treatment, 
and frequently gives instant and permanent re- 
lief. 

Damage the lateral lumbo-sacral joints 
often overlooked, both clinically 
logically. The causes are the same injury 
the sacro-iliac joints, with the very important ad- 
dition twisting. ‘The subjective symptoms are 
higher and more deeply seated. Lumbar lordosis 
marked, with the trunk flexed toward the af- 
fected side, and with marked muscle spasm 
both sides the lumbar spine. the joint 
deep seated, tenderness cannot relied upon 
symptom. Movements the thighs, which are 
painful injuries the sacro-iliac joints, are 
free and painless. clear X-ray will detect very 
slight changes the lumbo-sacral articulation, 
and frequently reveals congenital malforma- 
tion the articular facets. 


not uncommon find cases severe 
and prolonged backache that one the articular 
facets the lumbo-sacral joints has 
tured, and surrounded large amount 
dense callous. For strains sprains there must 
complete and prolonged rest. fracture 
articular facet there should complete rest 
bed for three months, with some form rigid 
jacket, followed three months gradually 
increasing activity and support from the jacket 
during weight-bearing. extremely important 
limit callous formation prevent pres- 
sure the adjacent nerve roots, which would 
always cause pain and sometimes paresis. 

Rest absolutely necessary all acute lesions 
the spine. Massage and active and passive 


exercises are very detrimental during the acute 
stages, they increase the formation bone 
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callous scar tissue, which results chronic 
inflammation around the joint. Baking and 
hot compresses may relieve pain and should hasten 
repair the bone soft tissues. Great care 
should taken restoring the patient normal 
activity, and this can best accomplished 
graduated exercises and active passive 
stretching. 


Where there has been error diagnosis, and 
therefore unintelligent treatment, the 
come chronic and suffering intense. ‘The fol- 
lowing cases were selected because thorough 
roentgenological study immediately following the 
injury would have been the only means arriv- 
ing correct diagnosis: 


CASE REPORTS 


Case 1—L. A., male, age 56. While lifting heavy 
sacks sugar caused acute right sacro-iliac 
strain. His symptoms improved only slightly un- 
der treatment. X-rays were taken until four 
weeks after the accident. They showed the fifth 
lumbar vertebra situated unusually low be- 
tween the crests the iliac bones, with possi- 
bility that the transverse process that vertebra 
may impinge either ilium and strain the sacro- 
iliac ligaments. This condition the lumbo- 
sacral spine makes that region much more sus- 
ceptible injury. There was also evidence 
hypertrophic arthritis the lumbar spine. The 
accident was not the real cause the discomfort 
which complained four weeks later. 


Case 2—J. H., male, age 35. acute strain 
the lower lumbar spine when swinging sledge 
hammer, while bending forward with rotation. 
was unable heavy work three months later, 
when the first X-rays the injured region were 
taken. They revealed malformation the fifth 
lumbar vertebra, but forward downward 
displacement it. extra sacral vertebra was 
also revealed, which with the malformation the 
fifth lumbar weak place during heavy lifting, 
and added greatly producing the strain which 
will slow repair. 


Case 3—G. T., female, age 32. had re- 
peated attacks sharp pain, coming gradually, 
starting the right sacro-iliac region, and being 
slowly transmitted the right hip and down the 
lower extremity. After rest bed for 
few days these attacks entirely subsided. There was 
never anything unusual that seemed produce 
attack. The first X-rays were taken March 30, 
1922, and showed congenital anomaly the 
lumbo-sacral region, that is, sacralized last ver- 
tebra. The transverse process the right side has 
all the roentgenological ear-marks being lum- 
bar vertebra, while the left has the charac- 
teristics sacral vertebra, and this transverse 
process also articulates with the top the sacrum. 
This condition constant strain the right 
sacro-iliac joint, and easily produced the symptoms 
which she complains. 


Case 4—H. F., male, age 44. Had always lived 
sedentary life until two months before his alleged 
injury, during which time was doing heavy 
labor. One day following extra heavy lifting his 
lower back was stiff and quite painful, that 
was unable continue work. These symptoms 
have cleared up, but now complains pain 
the right sacro-iliac region, which transmitted 
down the right lower extremity. The first X-ray 
was taken five months after the injury. This 
showed congenital malformation the last lum- 
bar vertebra, and one which more prone 
strain than the normal back. 


Case 5—M. P., male, age 37. Complains pain 
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and weakness the lower back during the past 
few years, and times quite severe and with 
history injury the spine. Recently has 
taken long automobile rides, some them over 
rough roads. The first X-rays his spine were 
taken August 1921, and showed only four lumbar 
vertebrae, the fifth being sacralized and having all 
the X-ray appearances sacral vertebra. Its 
position practically that the first sacral, pro- 
region. This type spine mechanically incor- 
rect and therefore much more prone injury than 
the normal back. 


Case 6—J. McK., male, age 46. Suffered in- 
jury the lower back and right sacro-iliac regions 
when heavy timber which was holding sud- 
denly slipped. X-rays which were taken soon after 
the injury showed overgrowth bone connect- 
ing the bodies the fourth and fifth lumbar ver- 
tebrae and congenital anomaly the lumbo- 
sacral junction, there being sixth lumbar verte- 
bra which situated unusually low between the 
crests the iliac bones. The symptoms acute 
strain were treated, and his condition grew gradu- 
ally worse. X-rays taken fourteen months later 
gave the same findings above, but, had 
not been for those taken immediately after the 
injury, would have been impossible have 
properly rated the patient. 

Case 7—W. L., male, age 32. While lifting bun- 
dles lumber over his head and tossing them into 
truck felt sharp pain the left upper lum- 
bar region, and was unable continue work. For 


nearly two and half years his condition grew 


worse under various kinds treatment. One and 
one-half years after the injury the first X-ray 
was taken and showed lesion, but, was 
not clear, another one was immediately taken, 
which showed fracture the left transverse 
process the first lumbar vertebra, with separa- 
tion the fragments. This was removed, adhe- 
sions along the entire spine were actively freed, 
and two months later returned full time 
work. 


Case 8—J. G., male, age 19. Was tossed 
blanket school and fell several feet, striking 
his neck. has been three years since the acci- 
dent, and certain twisting movements still cause 
severe pain which lasts several days. X-ray 
was taken until recently, which revealed slight 
narrowing the body the sixth cervical ver- 
tebra, probably caused the time his accident. 
very common site for fractures the body 
the cervical vertebrae; but this could only 
definitely proven comparing with plates made 
immediately after his injury. After freeing ad- 
hesions full and painless range motion was 
restored. 


Case 9—B. male, age 36. Was struck 
the forehead while looking up, and his head was 
violently thrown back. Since the accident, several 
months ago, has been treated actively with 
support for the head, his condition gradually 
growing worse. The first X-ray was then taken 
and showed that spicule bone had been pulled 
from the lower part the body the fifth cer- 
vical vertebra—a fracture-sprain. presenting 
the anteroposterior view prove how easily the 
lesion could have been missed without clear 
lateral view which often omitted. 

Case B., male, age 49. Tripped over 
bale hay and fell about twelve feet, the bale 
hay landing his back. was followed 
shortly total motor and sensory paralysis the 
lower extremities, which cleared during the 
next few weeks. Now there pain, stiffness, and 
marked weakness the lumbo-sacral region, and 
inability move the lower spine. X-rays the 
lower spine were taken soon after the accident and 
were reported negative fracture and disloca- 
tion, but gave evidence hypertrophic spondy- 
X-rays taken nine months later showed 
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increase the density the left lumbo-sacral 
articular facets, due new bone formation. This 
overgrowth bone may the result 
ture the time the accident and the direct 
cause his present discomfort. That common 
site fracture and one which frequently over- 
looked. 


Case 11—C. C., male, age 40. Fell from roof, 
landing the top his head. There was severe 
pain the mid-dorsal region, and the front 
the chest. X-rays were taken, and was 
treated for simple back strain, but without im- 
provement. The first X-rays were taken eight 
months later, and showed compression fracture 
the body the eleventh dorsal vertebra. 
complete study his spine also showed congen- 
ital anomalies, such last lumbar 
vertebra, the transverse processes having all the 
characteristics sacral vertebra, and slight 
sacral spina bifida. 

Case 12—J. B., male, age 50. Was struck vio- 
lently the top the head piece rapidly 
moving casing. had sharp pain about the 
level the eleventh and twelfth ribs whenever 
moved. X-rays were taken. returned 
work two weeks, but gradually grew worse and 
had stop. The first X-rays were taken six 
months later, and showed comminuted fracture 
the body the eleventh dorsal vertebra, which 
wedge-shaped, with fracture line through the 
anterior part the body. anteroposterior 
view alone would have failed reveal the extent 
the lesion. 

Case 13—J. K., female, age 35. Ten years ago 
fell forty feet, landing her feet, and then im- 
mediately and forcibly taking sitting position. 
There was intense pain the back, the sensation 
formication both legs and the lower part 
the body, and complete flaccid paralysis the 
left foot. X-rays her spine were taken until 
recently, which showed old fracture the 
first lumbar vertebra, with some new bone and 
ankylosis the spines and laminae the first 
and second lumbar vertebrae. Her paralysis 
probably due cord injury the fourth and 
fifth lumbar segments, which lie about opposite 
the first lumbar vertebra. 

Case 14—G. S., male, age 51. While sitting 
camp stool lacing his shoe, which was 
the running board his machine, fell suddenly 
the ground because the stool collapsed. Pain, 
spasm and limited motion the lower back grew 
gradually worse under treatment for back strain. 
Two months after the accident X-ray was 
taken, and reported negative any injury the 
spine. months later there was not only 
improvement, but there were beginning motor and 
sensory disturbances the right lower extremity. 
X-ray that time revealed compression 
fracture the body the fifth lumbar vertebra. 


Case 15—S. K., male, age 25. 
Fell fifty feet from flag pole, landing upright 
both feet. anteroposterior but lateral X-ray 
the spine was taken few days after the acci- 
dent and there was treatment for the spine. 
the other hand was allowed sit and 
twist his body any direction. Two months 
later both anteroposterior and lateral views were 
taken, and showed crushing the body and 
pedicles the third lumbar vertebra, with dis- 
placement forward and large wedge-shaped piece 
displaced anteriorly. The body the fifth lum- 
bar was also crushed, but there was displace- 
ment. Although there were cord symptoms, 
was given rigid treatment for the spine and 
most excellent result was obtained.

The accurate mechanical determination blood 
pressure has led much better understanding 
cerebral vascular accidents, viz., anemia, throm- 
bosis and hemorrhage. isolation the or- 
ganisms multiple sclerosis, acute poliomyelitis, 
and epidemic encephalitis, seems most probable. 


mental pathology discern tendency to- 
ward investigating basic etiological factors rather 
than classification along lines pure symptoma- 
tology alone.

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POSTURE ITS RELATION 
NUTRITION

has been only within the last few years that 
serious attention has been given the influence 
defective posture the health and efficiency 
individual vice versa. And yet, one 
cannot help noticing that practically all malnour- 
ished children have atrocious postures. 

The question which naturally arises is: 
bad posture primarily due malnutrition, are 
the ill effects defective posture sufficient 
contribute toward the condition malnutrition?” 
Practically speaking, every child born with 
spine that can developed meet the various 
exigencies life, and also normal digestive sys- 
tem. the case the breast-fed infant, whose 
nourishment sufficient meet its growing needs, 
digestion proceeds normal manner. But when 
consider some the practices which are 
vogue during infancy, the sins omission well 
commission, quite obvious that the posture 
least the first suffer. The average mother 
holding, nursing, carrying, bathing and dressing 
her month-old infant handles were 
plaster doll, and seems ignorant the fact that 
she has much the moulding its little 
spinal column. She adds insult injury when 
she allows her baby sleep with pillow, and 
often under weight covering that causes the 
child perspire and holds its legs the air, 
flexed the hips. But perhaps her greatest offense 
make the child sit walk before its little 
muscles are strong enough support it, and 
result, sooner later, the little fellow wear- 
ing brace, operation performed cor- 
rect the bow-legs knock-knees, the result 
parent’s lack knowledge. 


the infant’s diet happens artificial 
one and properly fed, his digestion probably 
will not suffer the lack attention his 
bodily mechanics any more than the case the 
breast-fed child. only when the metabolism 
upset because poorly balanced diet, later 
suffers from one the nutritional disturbances, 
g., scorbutus, pellagra and rickets, that the ele- 
ment malnutrition comes and forms sort 
vicious circle: 

Rickets: muscles and ligaments, crowd- 
ing the lungs, gastro—and enteroptosis, muscle- 
fatigue, malnutrition.

What correct posture? ‘The ideal posture 
one which all the muscles the body work 
closest harmony, with the least amount fric- 
tion, and with the greatest amount efficiency. 
All authorities seem agree that child, the 
assumption good posture, must keep his head 
up, chin level, chest high, shoulder blades flat 
the back, abdomen in, back flat, legs straight, 
toes forward, and weight carried the forward 
part the foot. With such position vertical 
line, dropped from the front the ear the 
forward part the foot will parallel the axes 
the large segments the body, and seems 
coincide with line which passes vertically through 
the center gravity. 

important carry the head erect and the 
chin level because its direct influence the 
spine, chest and shoulders; also affects the posi- 
tion the stomach, liver and other abdominal 
organs, which are suspended secondarily from the 
neck. collapsed chest means insufficient space 
for the organs the chest their work effi- 
ciently. Round shoulders mean 
cage. Woods-Hutchinson says “that one the 
most important factors the respiratory develop- 
ment and capacity the human chest the ex- 
tent which the scapuae come lie upon the 
posterior wall.” contracted abdomen with its 
strong muscular walls holds place the great

the blood through these organs. Exaggerated 
curves the spine affect the diameters the 
trunk and alter its proportions. capacity 
implies large organs and plenty room which 
they may their work. Bow-legs and knock- 
knees put unusual strain the ligaments, muscles 
and joints the body, especially the sacro-iliac. 
Toeing out one the chief causes flat-feet, 
due also abnormal strain the ligaments the 
arch. Carrying the weight too far backward over 
the heels throws the whole body out plumb and 
sacrifices the elasticity the foot that saves jar 
walking. Such posture guarantees the mini- 
mum muscular action, enlarges the rib-cage, 
raises the diaphragm, and thus gives the ab- 
dominal viscera its maximum space for normal 
functioning. 


Incorrect Postures: For practical purposes there 
are four types defective posture that need 
considered. ‘The commonest these the posi- 
tion fatigue, because the relaxed position 
which one liable assume temporarily when 
fatigued. The vertical line test shows that there 
are three main divisions the body instead one 
continuous vertical line the normal stand- 
ing position. second type bad posture 
one which the lower part the back 
straight—the small the back 
The head and neck are carried forward the 
fatigued position. The third type the result 
over-extension rather than flexion, 
sults extreme lordosis. addition 
toes out, the position all assumed when 
were told years ago stand straight. The 
fourth type seen observing the child from 
the front back, and called lateral deviation 
scoliosis. According various workers scoli- 
osis present from per cent all 
children with defective posture. 


Factors Contributing Faulty Posture: Inas- 
much the average person spends more time 
sitting than standing, every child should 
taught that, sit correctly the trunk must 
perfectly erect perhaps inclined slightly 
ward backward, and not creased the waist, 
which position interferes with the work the 
heart, lungs and digestive system. Sliding down 
the seat changes the tilt the pelvis, increases 
the dorsal curve, and creases the waist. Sitting 
one both feet for any length time shows 
its influence the position the spine. 
longed standing, especially one position, 
probably one the most muscle-tiring the 
common everyday acts. The unrelieved strain put 
the muscles, ligaments and heart soon leads 
permanent weakening, and result broken 
arches and other postural defects occur, condition 
very common among housewives, street car con- 
ductors and motormen. characteristic pose 
among children shifting the weight one 
foot the usual outcome prolonged standing, 
and not few cases productive consti- 
tutional harm. Walking one the best 
exercises, especially the movements the body

are unimpeded. Every child should taught that 
there right and wrong way—that the right 
way for the heel touch the ground first, 
quickly followed transference the weight 
the ball the foot; and that bringing the 
heel down with any great force the elasticity 
the step lost and replaced harmful jar 


throughout the body. should always 
some mechanical reaction the movements the 
foot leg, the slight swaying the arms 
the side the body. The same erect posture 
should maintained stair-climbing, vigorous 
type exercise, which stimulates circulation and 
deep breathing. But care should taken not 
subjecting child with potentially weak heart, 
even though shows murmur through the 
stethoscope, the rigorous effects climbing 
long flights stairs. 


One the reasons, perhaps, why postural de- 
formity rare among quadrupeds that they are 
free from the distorting influences conventional 
dressing. instance, notice the shirt and coat 
which are cut high the neck behind that 
they lie like the yoke harness across the cervi- 
cal spine, thrusting the head forward. addition 
this, the wearing suspenders pinning the 
lower garments high the undershirt, pulls 
the shoulders forward, and helps gravity its 
downward pull. Even the wearing low socks, 
held place tight elastics, exerts its influence 
posture, say nothing the bunions, corns, 
etc., the inevitable result high-heeled, pointed- 
toe shoes. 

Many the common, everyday acts children 
which persisted contribute their share de- 
forming the posture. How often see little 
children, carrying their smaller brother sister, 
who weighs nearly one-half much they do; 
or, common sight among child labor, the 
poor little fellow who burdened down with 
heavy load steps into manhood with serious 
handicap—a static deformity. The carrying 
books and from school probably does more the 
establishment incorrect posture than any 
other school requirement. ‘This disfiguring habit 
can materially helped dividing the load, 
carrying the books alternate arms alternate 
days, dividing the load the end strap, 
slung over the shoulders. 


Sleep, like nutrition, fundamental growth 
and development. little attention given 
the individual home the atrocious positions 
which many children assume while sleeping. 
lie the side for hours with the chin resting 
the knees anything but relaxation for the erector 
spinae muscles. Dr. Fitz says: “The period 
sleep one-half one-third the growing time 
the child, and consequently the pressures and 
strain habitual sleeping posture have 
opportunity influence the growth the verte- 
brae and ligaments, and shape them accordance 
with their relative position such time.” 
essential for child change its position 
during sleep while the standing position. 
The factors mainly responsible for child assum- 
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ing bad posture bed are: poor spring and 
mattress, high pillows, heavy bed-clothes, cold 
room, and cold sheets. The simple act placing 
hot-water bag child’s feet will much 
toward making him extend his legs and thus re- 
lieve considerable strain. 


Relation Posture Efficiency: has been 
established statistical tests that physical men- 
tal defect weakness general accompanied 
poor posture. The average record pupils 
the poor-posture group has been found appre- 
ciably lower than the good-posture group at- 
tendance, department, physical activity and 
endurance, manual training, and commercial 
success after leaving school. army appreciates 
the value posture the training its soldiers. 
The exercises, drills, clothing, and sleeping para- 
phernalia are chosen with this fact always mind. 

Posture Expression Intelligence and 
Character: The principle that underlies the adage: 
“Tell what you eat and tell you what you 
how you stand and tell you what you amount 
to.” Members the theatrical profession are the 
best examples this fact. difficult picture 
such men Sothern and Mantell, many 
their leading roles, assuming anything but their 
fullest stature, while those with baser parts are 
always seen cringing attitudes. The person 
who would impress, command, inspire must 
stand correctly, must look and not down, for- 
ward and not back, while the stooped, grovelling, 
and hunched-back set are usually the dregs 
humanity. 

Posture Its Relation the Body Whole: 
consider the human body the most 
efficient type machine, why not give 
its proper amount mechanical consideration. 
The life and efficiency any machine depends 
upon the harmonious working all its members, 
and just the whole machine suffers when any 
one system not working properly, our 
bodies suffer when they are out alignment. Not 
only does the structural framework suffer, but the 
heart and lungs cannot carry their normal func- 
tion cavity that encroached upon; the ham- 
pered excursions the diaphragm, the sagging 
the stomach and the colon with interference 
their blood-supply, and the pressure those organs 
the kidneys and bladder are the indirect results 
defective posture. 


Conditions Secondary Defective Posture: 
are just beginning appreciate that the examina- 
tion child’s posture much part the 
the orthopedist. Unquestionably, much the 
pathology attributed focal infections would clear 
under postural treatment. Likewise, large 


proportion the growing pains childhood 
would doubtless disappear paid much at- 
easily convinced that such conditions backache, 
legache, footache, painful shoulder, subacute arthri- 
tis, and even neuritis might due mechanical. 
defects because they are directly referable. 


Why 
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not possible for conditions arise that are 
indirectly due poor bodily mechanics just 
possible for heart enlarge indirectly from 
some particular cause? ‘Talbot and Brown have 
shown that cyclic vomiting usually the result 
visceroptosis, accompaniment poor statics. 
They have also noted that such children there 
intolerance for fats. our work mal- 
nutrition have observed that many cases 
constipation, abdominal pain, poor appetite, and 
various gastro-intestinal upsets have absolutely dis- 
appeared just soon the child was taught 
stand correctly. Goldthwaite has shown, the 
sagging the stomach and the intestines are 
cient cause many disarrangements the liver, 
pancreas, spleen, kidney and bladder, and rectum. 
Williams called attention the prevalence 
chlorosis early adolescence, which felt was 
due tight dressing. Goldthwaite reports that 
the examination the American Expeditionary 
Forces, many cases diagnosed (deranged 
action the heart) cleared entirely when the 
patient was taught stand correctly. Brown has 
demonstrated decided decrease the normal ex- 
cursion the diaphragm patients with faulty 
postures, 


Every case lordotic orthostatic albumi- 
nuria, which has been diagnosed the Children’s 
Outpatient Department, with the exception one, 
which was complicated obesity, showed varying 
degrees malnutrition, ranging from 
per cent under weight for its height, and all 
showed postural defects, especially the lumbar 
curve. condition was constant that all 
cases malnutrition showing faulty posture, but 
with albumin the urine, were given what 
might called “provocative test” for albumin; 
that is, were made stand against the wall 
hyperextended position. This was accomplished 
having the heels and head against the wall with 
roll about six eight inches diameter 
back his lumbar spine. practically every 
case was possible obtain about fifteen min- 
utes albumin, ranging from slightest possible 
definite trace. Because the frequent associa- 
tion malnutrition and orthostatic albuminuria, 
assumed that the passing serum albumin 
the urine was important factor causing, or, 
least, maintaining the condition malnutrition. 
The fact that the albumin disappeared after the 
application plaster paris jacket and the 
child began gain weight faster than normally, 
lends weight the fact that the so-called 
tional albuminuria” deserves more significance than 
usually ascribed it. may argued that 
the rapid gain weight was due the change 
diet and the correction the posture, and yet, 
just soon albumin appeared the urine 
when the cast became loose, even though held 
him fairly good position, his rate gain was 
appreciably less. Furthermore, when these chil- 
dren were treated from dietetic standpoint alone, 
they did not gain, and those treated with braces 
alone showed much slower rate gain than 
when their diets were also corrected. Children 
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suffering with malnutrition and defective posture, 
but with albumin the urine, responded favor- 
ably this treatment. 


Several cases enuresis have been materially 
helped after few visits the physiotherapy 
department, one case reporting complete cessation 
the habit after four periods. Grover reported 
rather satisfactory results from the application 
hygienic measures the treatment enuresis, but 
one will examine his principles treatment 
will note: “Nap noon, active play after 
(with probable rest) and bed m.” 
other words, increasing the periods rest 
decreased the periods bad posture. 
child’s disposition will materially change from the 
effects poor statics, causing him irritable, 
nervous, fidgety, and even incorrigible. 


The question mechanical treatment and direc- 
tions for exercises lies wholly within other prov- 
inces, but the prophylaxis defective posture 
the pediatrist’s work. Mothers should taught 
the do’s and don’ts regards the handling the 
child from the moment enters the world until 
leaves the parental fold. should know 
the value good posture and how help child 
obtain it. The child himself should taught that 
the maintenance good posture one the 
chief “rules the game.” 


Physicians and Public Health—If public health 
purchasable commodity how much can 
community afford? Some forms health work 
some communities cannot afford; the question 
find out what can best afforded and applied 
secure practical results. For example, would 
perfectly possible raise strawberries 
Arctic Circle, yet has been estimated that each 
strawberry raised would cost $11.40. The ab- 
stract theory raising them there would 
proved, there would practical result. 

Some foolish people have claimed that public 
health administration will away with the need 
for the medical profession private practice. Such 
development can never come, and any plan, sys- 
tem, propaganda which indicates that there will 
lessening the importance the medical 
public health efforts arising they from the 
practical results private medical practice, must 
based the confidence, good-will and support 
the profession.

WHO WON AND LOST THE ELECTION? 

are receiving many constructive communi- 
cations and hearing some few carping comments 
the chiropractic and osteopathic majorities 
the recent election. Constructive communications 
are coming from institutions, organizations and 
representative members the medical profession 
who did what they could defeat the three 
destructive Initiatives Nos. 16, and 28. 


Those who were distinguished inaction, in- 
difference and lack co-operation during the 
campaign are still distinguishing themselves 
criticizing those who worked hard and unselfishly 
keep the cults from lowering educational stand- 
ards and removing vital public health safeguards. 
They are saying now, “Why were not in- 
formed that the chiropractic and osteopathic Initi- 
atives were serious and could have defeated 
them easily defeated anti-vivisection.”

trobismuthate potassium and sodium, contain- 
ing approximately per cent bismuth, for the 
treatment syphilis. their preliminary work 
rabbits (infected with Spirochaeta pallida and 
cuniculi) they found that the only safe and 
efficient method administration was the sub- 
cutaneous intramuscular route. Intravenous 
injections were shown dangerous account 
the markedly toxic action the drug. order 
decrease this danger far possible they sub- 
stituted suspension oil the drug for the 
watery solution. This was found the method 
choice the treatment human cases ac- 
count increased tolerance and less local re- 

Fournier and Guenot have tested the value this 
treatment syphilis comparatively large 
scale and report the results the treatment 
about 200 cases. 

cases primary sores the treponema disap- 
peared rule after the second injection; 
some cases even after the first. The small erosive 
chancres healed completely few days; the 
medium sized chancres one two weeks. The 
large ulcerative chancres persisted about three 
weeks, but they lost rapidly their specific charac- 
ters and soon appeared ordinary lesions, the 
time healing depending the size the in- 
dividual ulcer. 

The local induration and the adenopathy were 
influenced more rapidly bismuth than any 
other treatment and disappeared often completely 
within few weeks. cases where the treat- 
ment was regular did secondaries appear. The 
Wassermann reaction became negative and remained 
for the period observation. 

“In cases secondary syphilis the mucous 
patches disappeared after the first second injec- 
tion. The hypertrophic patches dried few 
days, faded and were reabsorbed ten twenty- 
five days, according the amount new tissue 
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formation. the treatment was commenced dur- 
ing the appearance the roseolar rash this was 
arrested its development, sometimes after 
exacerbation twenty-four hours. Herxheimer’s 
reaction might also appear near the papular syphil- 
ides. The simple roseolar rash usually disappeared 
five ten days; the papules took little longer 
absorbed. The authors have seen general- 
ized miliary eruption and palmar syphilides, mani- 
festations which, well known, are rebellious 
specific treatment, disappear two weeks. 


The general secondary manifestations—headache, 
bone pains, yielded the first in- 
jection. 

The authors mention eight cases which had not 
yielded arsenical and mercurial treatment, but 
which readily responded the bismuth treatment. 
They also had case acute syphilitic menin- 
gitis with all the characteristic symptoms. After 
four injections the clinical improvement was com- 
plete. After two weeks treatment the lympho- 
cytes the spinal fluid had been reduced from 400 
per cubic millimeter. 

Lesions tertiary syphilis, bumata, osteoperi- 
ostitis and ulcers yielded, rule, very rapidly 
treatment. cases visceral and nervous 
lesions the time allotted treatment has been too 
short enable the authors express opinion. 

After the first two three injections 0.20 
gram, bi-weekly injection 0.30 gram seems 
good practice. Two three grams should 
injected during month. 

After the first series injections the treatment 
could continued with single weekly injection 
0.20 0.30 gram, suspended for month 
recommenced again the same manner 
described above. 

One should follow the progress the treat- 
ment repeated examinations the blood and 
check every case subsequent regular in- 
tervals. 

With regard untoward effects this treat- 
ment the authors state that they have given over 
1500 injections without having experienced any 
really important mishap. 

cases.of grave visceral lesions, and especially 
the renal function impaired, one should 
proceed with caution. slight elevation the 
temperature was seen some cases the day after 
injection, accompanied with pain the back, but 
general reaction was observed. After the first 
four injections moderate polyuria occurred 
few instances. The only two manifestations that 
might cause some trouble are reactions and 
the stomatitis. The former were seen few 
patients who walked too much immediately after 
the treatment. The tendency stomatitis can 
very well controlled hygienic measures the 
mouth. few cases dark spots bismuth im- 
pregnation were seen the mucous membrane 
the mouth. 

The bismuth has been recovered from the blood 
and cerebrospinal fluid and has been shown 
eliminated through the saliva, bile, feces, sweat 
and urine. 

The authors state that bismuth undoubtedly 
most energetic anti-syphilitic agent, having par- 
ticularly marked effect not only the infectious 
manifestations the disease, but also 
Wassermann reaction. They conclude, however, 
that time only will tell this drug will prove 
value the radical cure syphilis—United 
States Naval Medical Bulletin.

“We who are doing the world’s work must see 
that our influence this respect not usurped 
those who sit their desks and think out 
specious arguments, fortified vast financial power 
placed their disposal well-meaning men who 
are not themselves qualified judge this sphere, 
but must guided advisers who are not always 
infallible. thinking the recent furore 
favor the full-time teacher clinical branches. 
musing over the creation great clinicians 
overnight the feat powerful influence. 
impressed the rapid metamorphosis the 
fledgling, nurtured, shielded, not say mentally 
confined within the limits sympathetic institu- 
tions and departments. not questioning the 
motives the originators this audacious move- 
ment, but watching for its results—not too 
brilliant thus far and promising less. con- 
cerned for the students, and would alarmed for 
the profession were not for great confidence 
the sober sense that great body democ- 
racy such this, which will eventually work its 
way towards its own proper method dealing 
safely and sanely with conditions. Still marvel 
that new super-intelligence, which rapid pur- 
suit its ideal, sets aside the principle natural 
selection, the well-proved motive human en- 
deavor (high reward) and the cardinal virtue for 
the attainment practical results—experience. 
heart thankful that such men had 
voice the selection generalissimo for the 
allied armies, and note with curious reflection 
that the vast resources upon which the idea floats 
were not obtained and are not conserved similar 
fancies. 


“During the last five years, you know, the 
tendency has been toward the 
teacher. Its central idea was good, but its appli- 
cation, begun before the war, mistake not, 
was influenced the German idea efficiency, 
which, you all know, failed utterly include 
the human element its equation. Without wish- 
ing appear reactionary, but with the interest 
the profession mind, not hesitate say 
that doubt the wisdom the present course.

stant contact with observed and demonstrable facts, 
like the giant who renewed his strength contact 
with mother earth. Practice kept sane and free 
from danger the rule thumb only con- 
stant infusion science. The problem today 
avoid conflict between these essential elements 
real union, provide for their proper func- 
tion, inculcate into the minds the young the 
true conception their relations and responsibili- 
ties, and deliver society the greatest good 
the greatest number. The last consideration the 
most momentous one, for means results, and 
results that shall justly judged. 


“We must deplore, therefore, anything which de- 
tracts from that high standard service the 
community which the community has right 
demand, view the extraordinary freedom and 
power which has conferred upon us. our 
profound belief that the system 
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aried chairs for the clinical branches which has 
been forced upon number our foremost insti- 
tutions powerful influences not only contrary 
the spirit American institutions, and contrary 
the proper workings the human mind, but 
that sure result degeneration that 
art which the true flower science, and the 
deterioration the instruction the student 
how deal effectively with the problems which 
must confront his chosen life work. 
the plan smells the midnight oil the theorist 
(to say nothing the oil which 
the ways for its launching). has none 
the red blood the real administrator working 
get results with humanity God made humanity. 
its application have witnessed the plan 
shows appreciation the fact that the head 
clinical chair must clinician. not the 
clinical art also science? Does not rest upon 
knowledge and does not depend upon aptitude, 
ability, experience and hard work? Can anyone 
become clinician merely calling himself 
that name? Does appointment 
chair make him teacher? longer 
true that addition knowledge, which not 
common possession, the successful department 
head must have qualities personal integrity, 
stimulating personality, and administrative ability? 

“In attempting remedy the evil the clinical 
professor overloaded with private practice and neg- 
lecting his teaching, his department, and his scien- 
tific work, these men admirable intentions have 
gone equally unjust extreme. Orderly evolu- 
tion was going on, even rapidly, one considers 
world movements; but apparently was not rapid 
enough for those who seek reach the heights 
bound. But this the day when the pro- 
fessor may try his theories the whole human 
race, and the Pied Piper Hamelin has his coun- 
terpart Russia and would-be imitators every- 
where. 

“Tf mistake not, there are signs returning 
sanity. The domination those who have shown 
their inadequate grasp the whole problem 
being loosened. Let hope that the education 
our youth will entrusted men who are out- 
standing figures the field which they are pre- 
senting the impressionable mind. Let all 
fully realize that science the beginning prac- 
tice, and that practice the goal science.”

The St. Louis Post Dispatch says: transition 
from individual organized practice already has 
begun, and that the movement rapidly spreading. 
This means that the progressive leaders recognize 
the profession’s obligation the public fighting 
disease, regardless the effect private practice. 
They regard the benefits medicine belonging 
humanity and not the doctors. With 
the profession under such leadership Dr.

The public, moreover, should ally itself with this 
organization stamp out quackery and drive from 
the profession elements that would exploit the 
people rather than assist them health. can 
this fighting such measures that put over 
the last Missouri Legislature grant physi- 
cians’ licenses applicants who pass State exami- 
nation, regardless their education and training.” 

The Globe-Democrat prints the following: “Doc- 
tors are our modern father confessors.

They have earned and they have received 
the confidence all who are trouble about their 
bodies, and many who are trouble about their 
souls. one can speak too gratefully the 
way which the work done, the skill, the 
kindness, the understanding and sympathy, even the 
toleration human weakness the part the 
medical profession.

Nutrition Schoolchildren— Taliaferro Clark, 
Washington, (Journal A., August 12, 
1922), reviews this subject the basis previous 
made others, and points out that nutri- 
tion matter general education and change 
community custom and habit, involving time, 
and State and Federal guidance. not 
merely question weighing and measuring. 
serious are the demands made the time both 
pupils and teachers those engaged in, wish- 
ing engage in, sundry forms welfare work, 
and others with newly devised schemes for the 
general uplift which they wish first try out 
the schools, that any great extension such activi- 
ties, seems, will leave but little time for instruc- 
tions the three R’s. for this reason that 
all basically related forms school health work 
should united and harmoniously fitted the 
general plan health instruction and health super- 
vision, utilizing the combined wisdom both the 
educational and health authorities for such purpose. 
Courses health should prescribed and given 
weight the school curriculum corresponding 
major subjects. Such instruction naturally should 
adapted the intellectual capacity the dif- 
ferent age groups. regards nutrition, teaching 
the early grades should concerned more with 
the importance milk, vegetables, fruits, cereals 
and the like, the diet, from the standpoint that 
they help make the child grow strong. 
The teaching the principles nutrition and 
nutritive values should reserved for the older 
grades. Instruction nutrition should not re- 
served for and given only special group 
children, either underweight otherwise, but 
should include all children attending school. Spe- 
cial nutrition classes for malnourished children are 
unnecessary well-conducted school system pro- 
viding proper health supervision. Weighing and 
measuring should considered necessary meas- 
ure every physical examination, and, the case 
children who fail gain lose weight steadily, 
the causes should investigated and corrected. 
The character the school lunch should receive 
careful attention, especially rural schools, where 
many children frequently come long distances after 
hurried breakfast, bringing hastily prepared, 
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poorly selected lunch, none all, and remain 
Aside from the question the effect 
health, underfed child more fit for mental 
effort than the laborer for physical tasks. Clark 
also calls attention the apathetic, and, many 
instances, indifferent attitude the medical pro- 
fession the danger signals that have been 
prominently brought the front the lay 
workers, and urges the importance physicians 
displaying more active interest nutritional prob- 
lems and giving more hearty support and co-opera- 
tion solving them.

The American Medical Association, through its 
Propaganda Department, continuing the splendid 
work exposing nostrums that are being adver- 
tised and sold the public. The Journal re- 
ceipt recently four new publications this 
department: “The Nostrum and the Public Health 
and Truth Advertising Drug Products”; “Obesity 
Cures”; Epilepsy “Cures” and 
male Weakness Cures.” 

Arthur Cramp, Director the Propaganda 
Department, opening discussion The Nos- 
trum and the Public Health, says: “Broadly speak- 
ing, the nostrum belongs one general 
classes; one class comprises those unscientific mix- 
tures that are advertised primarily the medical 
profession, and first reach the public way 
the prescription; the other class includes those 
mixtures that are sold direct the public. Nos- 
trums the first class are sometimes spokén 
‘proprietaries’; those the second class are col- 
loquially known ‘patent medicines.’ The public 
suffers from both classes, the only difference being 
that the case the former the physician has 
share the responsibility with the nostrum ex- 
ploiter. clearly defined line de- 
markation between these two classes. Many 
the ‘patent medicines’ today were the ‘proprie- 
taries’ yesterday. Shrewd manufacturers—or, 
more correctly, exploiters, for many these prod- 
ucts are not manufactured those that sell them— 
discovered years ago that one the least expen- 
sive methods introducing nostrum the public 
was way the medical profession. After the 
profession had been widely circularized and much 
space bought the advertising pages medical 
journals certain type; after uncritical un- 
thinking physicians had prescribed the products 
(of course the ‘original package’ with the name 
blown the bottle monogram stamped the 
tablet); after the patient had learned with disgust 
that his physician had merely prescribed ‘patent 
medicine’ that could more cheaply have pur- 
chased direct—then the one-time ‘proprietary’ threw 
off its ‘ethical’ mask and became frankly ‘patent 
medicine.’ Such has been the genesis many 
‘patent medicine’ the market today. Others, less 
deviously, have gone directly the public the 
outset.” 


Cramp classifies advertised drug products four 
groups: 

Group pharmaceuticals; offi- 
cial semi-official character. 


Group Scientific proprietary products adver- 
tised the medical profession for prescribing and 
dispensing purposes. 

Group Unscientific proprietary products nom- 
inally advertised the medical profession for pre- 
scribing and dispensing purposes. 

Group Proprietary products advertised the 
public home remedies for the self-treatment 
disease; colloquially, “patent medicines.” 

The article explains interesting and infor- 
mative way the abuses public confidence that 
freely happen advertising these products. The 
preliminary article summarized Cramp 
follows: “Summed up, may said that the 
advertising non-proprietary drug products in- 
variably truthful and conservative; the advertising 
scientific proprietary drug products sold for pre- 
scription purposes only also, general, conforms 
the truth, with occasional lapses due over- 
enthusiastic copywriters. The advertising un- 
scientific proprietary products offered nominally 
the medical profession, but virtually the public, 
invariably exaggerated and misleading and, 
some instances least, fraudulent. The advertis- 
ing proprietary products offered directly the 
public, that is, so-called ‘patent medicines,’ 
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notorious for its untruthfulness, not alone its 
declaration, but also its inference.”

The subsidiary nursing worker, trained 
eight nine months’ course and licensed nursing 
aide or nursing attendant for the care of minor and 
chronic illness and convalescence; 

The Committee emphasizes the supreme value of com- 
bining bedside and instructive public health nursing and 
holds that the nurse who renders direct professional 
service in lessening the burden of illness has an over- 
whelming advantage then and thereafter teaching 
the lessons of hygiene; 

her training, the judgment the Com- 
mittee that the public health nurse, as a teacher of 
hygiene the home, should equipped with less 
rigorous training than that accorded to the bedside 
nurse, further supplemented special studies along 
lines public health and social service. 


The most valuable feature the report the 
committee’s condemnation faint praise the 
cheap circus buffoonery one sort another 
that being exploited many places regularly 
organized propaganda methods replace education 
and practice field requiring education and 
training:

Most striking all, however, according the Com- 
mittee’s report, was the factor of time wasted in pro- 
cedures essential the conduct the hospital, but. 
no educational value to the student concerned. Hours 
and days spent the work ward maid, putting 
away linen, in sterilizing apparatus, in mending rubber 
gloves, running errands, long after any important 
technique involved had become second nature, ac- 
counted in one typical hospital where this problem was 
especially studied for a clear wastage of between one- 
fourth and one-fifth the student’s working day. 


The remedy proposed the committee 
follows: 


fundamental the success nursing education 
that adequate funds should be available for the educa- 
tional expenses of the school itself, and for the replace- 
ment of student nurses by graduate nurses and hospital 
help the execution routine duties non-educa- 
tional character. With the necessary financial support, 
and under a separate board or training school com- 
mittee, organized primarily for educational purposes, 
is possible, with completion of a high school course or 
its equivalent prerequisite, reduce the funda- 
mental period hospital training twenty-eight 
months and at the same time, by eliminating unessen- 
tial, non-educational routine, to organize the course 
along intensive and co-ordinated lines with such modi- 
fications as may be necessary for practical application; 
courses of this standard would be reasonably certain 
attract students high quality increasing num- 

The working day the student should also re- 
duced eight hours. More than eight hours the 
average now required ward duty alone, exclusive 
all class room instruction. 


For the education subsidiary nurses the report 
recommends: 


That when the licensure subsidiary grade nurs- 
ing service is provided for, the establishment of training 
courses in preparation for such service is highly de- 
sirable; that such courses should be conducted in spe- 
cial hospitals, small unaffiliated general hospitals 
where nurses are also trained; and that the course 
should eight nine months duration, provided 
the standards of such schools be approved by the same 
board which governs 
schools. 


Experienced persons always have realized that the 
real problem nursing education 
The recommendations the committee would in- 
crease the cost educating nurses enormously. 
They realize this and recommend: 


That the development and strengthening university 
schools nursing high grade for the training 
leaders fundamental importance the furtherance 
nursing education. 

The training nursing aides will cost money; the 
training nurses will cost more money; the university 
school will require endowment. The hospital, its 
operation the training school, has for generations 
been trying make bricks without straw. time 
that the hospital should be relieved from the dilemma 
exploiting student nurses the one hand, 
diverting funds given for the care the sick the 
other, the provision endowment specifically de- 
voted the purpose education.

American Medical Association has seen fit issue 
new pamphlet this subject. Every physi- 
cian ought have this pamphlet and read it. 
the introduction, read: fashions dur- 
ing the past few years gave wonderful stimulus 
one branch quackery—the exploiters 
slender degree often far beyond that com- 
patible with good health—caused 
women throw away money so-called reduc- 
tion treatments that were either dangerous 
worthless, and sometimes both. Thyroid extract 
was the basis many the ‘fat reducers’ first 
put the market, and this drug still used 
some them. The public, however, 
warned the dangers this powerful agent, 
that becoming increasingly difficult for those 
who live the fat the land sell remedies 
this 

“Practically every ‘fat cure,’ matter what 
type belongs, exploited under 
claims: First, that those who use not need 
diet; second, that they need not exercise. 
hardly too broad statement say that every 
‘obesity cure’ also sold under the 
different from every other ‘obestity cure.’ The 
most wildly extravagant representations are made 
the dispensers these worthless cures. Espe- 
cially this the case those that are sold 
the mail-order plan rather than directly through 
the drug stores. after the purchaser has 
parted with her money that she finds how widely 
the ‘treatment’ she purchased differs from 
what she had been led believe was. The prep- 
arations discussed this pamphlet are but few 
the hundreds the market, They are, however, 
typical.”

Validity License Tax Physicians—We are 
frequently asked the legality county, 
municipal and other local taxes physicians. The 
following case the city Redding Dozier 
(California), 206 Pac. R., 465, will answer the 
question permanently: 

Third District, affirming judgment favor 
the plaintiff city for $10, which was alleged 
due license tax imposed under ordinance 
adopted the city, says that the defendant was 
physician and surgeon residing and practicing 
the city and having his office his place resi- 
dence. The city one the sixth class. The or- 
dinance was entitled ‘An ordinance license vari- 
ous classes business, shows, exhibitions and 
games within the city Redding for the purpose 
revenue and regulation, and fixing the rates 
license tax upon the same and providing for the 
collection the same suit otherwise.’ Sec- 
tion provided that every person, firm, etc., who 
place business, and engaged in, 
carried on, conducted any business, exhibitions 
games described this ordinance, within the 
city, should pay license therefor the amount 
thereinafter specified. Section provided that the 
licenses paid, the persons who should re- 
quired pay the same and the business which 
the same were paid were, besides others, 
lawyers, doctors and dentists, per quar- 
The principal question raised was whether 
the city had authority impose the tax. The 
court thinks that had, under the statutes the 
State. parte Johnson (Calif. App.), 190 Pac. 
852, was held that city may impose license 
tax for carrying the business lawyer 
fixed place business. parte Falusha, 194 
Calif. 697, 195 Pac. 406, the Supreme Court Cal- 
ifornia reached the same conclusion. must 
held that the same rule applies physician and 
surgeon. 

“The complaint the present case alleged that 
the ‘defendant was and now doctor practicing 
medicine and having his office and principal place 
business the city Redding.’ The defendant 
argued that the allegation place business 
was not the equivalent ‘fixed place business.’ 
The court deems the criticism hypercritical. The 
defendant testified that had large practice; 
that received patients his residence and per- 
formed operations there; that regularly kept 
patients his residence for treatment when they 
required close observation; that there was room 
his residence designated office, but that 
treated his patients the living room; ‘and that 
treated most his patients their homes. The 
foregoing evidence, coming from the defendant, 
the court thinks showed conclusively that had 
fixed place business and that the alleged defect 
the complaint, conceded defect, could 
not have prejudiced his rights.

one goes backward the history civili- 
zation, one finds wherever and whenever one looks 
into it, three persistent parasites clinging each 
successive stage civilization. These are drunk- 
enness, prostitution, and quackery. The State legis- 
lates against them; the Church fulminates against 
them; the better part the community from time 
time rises and decides exterminate them; 
but the Vedas India, the classics Greece 
and Rome, the early records Egypt and Arabia, 
and the writings the Middle Ages, you will find 
that parasite with which are for the moment 
concerned—quackery—described, deplored, and con- 
demned terms almost today. 


maintain such vigor, such persistence and such 
superiority over all the efforts Church, State, 
and Society overcome it, quackery must have 
deep roots human nature, and interest 
inquire what these roots are. 

Causes Quackery—The first these lies 
human has never been better ex- 
pressed than Butler the following lines from 
Hudibras: 

The world generally averse 

all the truths sees and hears; 
But swallows nonsense, and lie, 
With greediness and gluttony. 

The part the people that can fooled all the 
time includes several groups, each which fer- 
tile soil for the quack: (1) the very ignorant; (2) 
peculiar class which seeks the mystical, the occult, 
and the irregular; (3) unreasonable class, which 
espouses unpopular cause, simply because 
unpopular, without any investigation its merits, 
and which finds the occult mysticism India 
satisfaction which does not come from the con- 
templation facts they are. One might de- 
scribe them submerged class—submerged 
the matter reason and common sense. 


The proportion the gullible class any com- 
munity varies, but the estimate 
quack may interest. was visited 
former play-fellow from his native village, who 
asked how had got well, adding with the 
frankness early friendship, “Thee knowst thee 
never had more brains than pumpkin.” The 
quack took him the window and bade him count 
the passersby. When hundred had passed, the 
quack asked his visitor: “How many wise men 
you suppose were amongst this hundred?” 
hap one,” was the reply. returned the 
quack, “all the rest are mine.” 

the the past there more amus- 
ing group rogues than the famous quacks the 
ages. Facile, specious, without conscience, and 
with unlimited daring, they come down through the 
years, not depressed adversity, and always ready 
trade human gullibility.” 

Types Quackery—Taking quackery and irregu- 
lar practice from the time Hippocrates (460 
C.), the Vedas India (600 C.), the time 
Galen, the stream flows down through the cen- 
turies five main channels, and analyzing these 
will interesting see how little new 
modern cults. These channels are follows: 

Nostrums and Medicines. 

Miracle Healing. 

Mental Healing. 

Methods Manipulation. 

The Amateur Quack. 


(1) Nostrums and Proprietary Medicine—These 
are sold part with criminal intent and part, 
probably, stupid people, who believe the effi- 
cacy their concoctions. There is, however, 
question the intentions the man who sold 
morphine cure, containing morphia, inert 
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cancer cure, disguised cocktail innocent per- 
sons who were appreciative the subsequent com- 
fortable feeling, now described “the kick,” but 
ignorant whence came. The antiquity this 
branch quackery doubted. long medi- 
cine consisted charms, amulets, and incantations, 
not much could done the way faking imita- 
tions; but when remedies became established, 
did nostrums. 


(2) Miracle subject miracle 
healing established antiquity, but whether one 
view from the point view the past 
today, too closely allied with religion 
discussed without the danger giving offense. 
divided into three main divisions: (a) mira- 
cles response prayer; (b) miracles claimed 
Christian Science, such the cure cancer; and 
(3) miracles the laying hands, with 
without prayer. The first-named perhaps best seen 
the miracle churches Lourdes and St. Anne 
Beaupre. 


(3) Mental Healing—In this matter, also, too 
free discussion likely bring one into contact 
with religious belief, and the subject can dealt 
with only may divided into 
three main groups: Christian Science; The Em- 
manuel Movement; and cure 
mental healing implies action mind body, 
not necessarily direct miracle with the reversal 
Nature’s laws, but healing the natural 
mechanism the body. This best 
Christian Science, which also figured the last 
section; and those interested will find ample litera- 
ture their disposal. The Emmanuel Movement 
was based the assumption that medical men did 
not sufficiently use the spiritual and mental aspect 
therapeutics their treatment the sick, and 
that this could supplied from the outside, prefer- 
ably the Church. There plenty litera- 
ture concerning for those interested. One quota- 
tion may given. “Chronic ailments every sort 
yield magic the benign influence 
suggestion—headache, toothache, neuralgia, rheuma- 
tism, insomnia, epilepsy, hysteria, neurasthenia, alco- 
holism, morphine, tobacco, stammering, sciatica, St. 
Vitus’ dance, nervous dyspepsia, constipation, goitre, 
tumors, paralysis, etc.” 

(4) Methods Manipulation Bone-setting, os- 
teopathy, and chiropractic. All other forms 
irregular healing have the present time largely 
given place those methods manipulation. 
the three manipulative sisters, bone-setting, os-

ment akin bone-setting found early the 
days Homer, and probable that its origin 
even earlier than this, although actual record 
seems lacking. Among the other camp 
followers medicine were the gymnasts Iatra- 
leiptes, who, besides exercises, practiced inunction 
the body. They were also, would appear, 
bone-setters, and were naturally led give first 
aid all accidents and many diseases, and 
advise diet and regimen. 


Osteopathy analysis seems bone-setting, 
not much modified, but which has been added 
fantastic and unproved pathology account for 
the claimed efficiency its methods. interest- 
ing quotation may taken from one the stand- 
ard osteopathic text-books: “There doubt 
mind the similarity existing between the 
conditions which were recognized 
‘bone-setters’. and those which have formed the 
basis for the successful advance osteopathy. 
The difference lies principally the educational 
qualifications.” After reading the osteopathic theory 
disease one comes almost admire old Mr. 
Hutton, who openly announced that neither 
knew nor cared know anything about anatomy. 


is, therefore, interesting examine the tan- 
gible evidence this (osteopathic pathology) 
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which has far been offered. Three varieties 
proof are available: 


the dissecting room and autopsy: The 
claim made that dissections bodies reveal 
anatomical lesions associated with disease or- 
gans; these observations have been made osteo- 
pathic colleges, but such changes have not been 
observed the dissecting rooms the medical 
schools the world. The claim these 
“lesions” are found is, therefore, apparently not 
substantiated sufficient evidence, which eagerly 
awaited. 


The X-ray: claimed that the X-ray has 
frequently shown osteopathic lesion, which dis- 
appeared after reduction. The experience the 
medical profession otherwise. has only 
remembered how slight distortion the line 
the shadow will produce the appearance dis- 
X-ray, and that the reading 

-ray differs greatly. can only state that 
personal experience one two instances have 
been privileged have taken own X-ray 
room, under fixed conditions, radiographs before 
and after the so-called “reduction” lesion 
others. The closest analysis the radiographs 
before and after failed show the slightest change 
the position. 

Animal Experimentation: Bulletin the 
Still Research Institute Chicago, pub- 
lished 1917, contribution the study the 
effects experimental lumbar “lesions.” 
were produced forcible subluxation which 
amusing note that great care was taken 
prevent any injury the articular tissues. “Le- 
sions” were also produced gentle taps near the 
spinous processes the selected vertebrae. These 
animals were then studied. far one can 
judge from the decidedly imperfect X-rays repro- 
duced evidence, partial fracture the spine 
was not uncommon. Various organs were then 
studied with regard the effect these lesions, 
but the work seems loose and very discursive, and 
far from convincing. this experimental work 
two especially long steps are taken making as- 
sumptions which will demand better proof before 
animal experimentation can value. These as- 
sumptions are: (1) The frequency osteopathic 
lesions demonstrable character existing 
human beings; (2) that such lesions can dupli- 
cated quadrupeds wrenching, tapping and 
manipulating their spines. 

Chiropractic—When come the third and 
youngest, and least reputable the three manipu- 
lative sisters, Chiropractic, take definite step 
downward. The Journal Osteopathy speaks 
chiropractors but the Supreme Court 
Montana handed down decision that “chiro- 
practic nothing more nor less than osteopathy 
under another name.” The basis the so-called 
“science” the so-called “chiropractic subluxation” 
vertebra. This means slight partial sep- 
aration between the articulations that they are 
not exactly together. When subluxation occurs 
there begins pressure the nerve coming 
through the intervertebral foramina and this shuts 
off the flow life force going through that nerve 
and acts rheostat booster the current 
going through it. Chiropractically speaking, dis- 
ease simply register the amount excess 
current that organ receives the end the 
nerve: Slight pressure “steps up” the current; 
heavy pressure paralyzes. One would, therefore, 
adjust for cancer gonorrhoea. This theory 
disease too fantastic, crude and unsupported 
warrant discussion, but spells danger the com- 
munity, and what lengths will can only 
Palmer the Wisconsin courts. Chiropractors 
claim that they are licensed practice twenty- 
two States. The Universal Chiropractors’ Associa- 
tion guarantees the graduate “the legal right 
practice; will, through process the law, 
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know the reason why. The fact that chiro- 
practors are practicing every State the Union, 
and that the has not failed protect 
them speaks for itself.” they 
have standing whatever. The escape for the 
chiropractic this State register mas- 
has only claim that practicing massage. 
seems not unlikely that definite attempt will 
made this State establish licensing board 
for chiropractic. 

(5) The Amateur Quack—The last and fifth divi- 
sion the irregular practitioner has not been, 
this time, sufficiently appreciated. The amateur 
quacks outnumber all the others put together. They 
are active every community. They are actuated 
altruistic motives and they only moderate 
amount harm. The prevalence these amateurs 
medical matters not new.

The answer, given Dr. Morrill, Shreve- 
port (Ala.) Hospital: “By the questionnaire method 
the following figures were obtained relation 
the percentage hospitals which allow osteopaths 
care for their patients: 1/3 per cent not 
admit them; 1/3 per cent admit them under the 
supervision D.’s; per cent permit them 
practice independently.” Some extremely amus- 
ing and illuminating comments accompanying the 
replies were read Dr. Morrill. 
One institution admits osteopaths the patient will 
sign paper assuming full responsibility; another 
admits but “does not encourage” them; one writes,

Tuesday evening. His subject was “Standardiza- 
tion Values” and sounded early warning that 
did not set too high estimate that prac- 
tice, which has lately become the cry the hour. 


“Nowadays,” began Dr. Stewart, “we standardize 
everything from shipbuilding and hospital adminis- 
tration birth control and control appetites. 
Standardization largely begotten our economic 
necessities and sometimes leaves out all other 
considerations. recognition the fact that 
have exploited our natural resources 
carried excess hinders progress. 


“The standardization medicine and hospital 
may result much good great 
danger. The easiest way settle down into 
rut standardize. have even heard one 
directions for its staff members follow per- 
forming operation. deplore the attempt 
better way. 

“Standardized histories the hospital can con- 
stitute source great error, made one man 
and filled another. opinion, the his- 
tories should made the and 
interpreted him. Collectivism and standardiza- 
tion lead toward communism, and communism 
individuality relinquished Modern 
Hospital, October, 1922. 


County Contract With the County Medical So- 

.Board Supervisors and the Chero- 
kee County Medical Society, according state- 
ment the Herald, paper published Stuart, 
have entered into contract whereby the 
medical society agrees attend all medical and 
surgical needs the poor the county until 
January, 1923. The county pay the medical 
society the sum $3500, which, the termination 
the contract, distributed among the 
members the society proportion the amount 
work done each. Under this arrangement 
dependent person have the privilege 
selecting his attending physician from among the 
membership the society, which, are told 
the Herald, includes practically all the doctors 
Cherokee County. 


“This somewhat novel contract and will 
interesting see how the arrangement made 
will work out. most counties the governing 
authorities enter into contract with one physi- 
cian, some with stated compensation, some 
fee basis, who serves all indigents receiving medi- 
cal and surgical care the expense the county. 
The Cherokee County plan will remove the occa- 
sion for complaint, frequently made indigents, 
the effect that the service rendered the 
“county doctor” not satisfactory, because under 
this\ plan the dependent person will choose his own 
medical A., Oct. 1922.

LOS ANGELES COUNTY 


County Martin, Superin- 
tendent Charities Los Angeles County, 
making merited appeal for bond issue, gives 
some interesting statistics about the work the 
Department Charities, including the County 
Hospital: 

“The average daily patient population for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1921, was 1038; for the 
year ending June 30, 1922, similar average was 1133, 
total daily increase patients. The daily 
average employees during the last fiscal year 
was 688; and the average number patients 
each employee, 1.65. 


“There are 45,000 persons handled yearly through 
the Hospital receiving room, but only 15,000 
these are admitted bed patients. large pro- 
portion the remaining 30,000 could treated 
with fair degree satisfaction through out- 
patient department. This figure emphasizes the im- 
portance establishing once such department 
competent organization and capacity.” 

Olive View Sanitarium—This sanitarium for pa- 
tients suffering from tuberculosis owned and 
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operated the city and county Los Angeles. 
often improperly termed the Sylmar Sana- 
torium. This institution located the foothills, 
twenty-five miles from Los Angeles paved high- 
way, and four miles north San Fernando 
elevation 1500 feet and overlooking the beautiful 
San Fernando Valley. comprises 454 acres 
land, ideally situated, and was opened October 
27, 1920. Patients are admitted through the Los 
Angeles County Hospital. Present construction 
consists one Infirmary Building, 357 feet long, 
including private rooms and suitable accommoda- 
tions for administrative offices well facilities 
for surgery, X-ray and dentistry, pan rooms, blanket 
warmers, linen rooms, diet kitchens, etc.; ward 
buildings with community sitting room, twelve 
ward beds either end, with two private rooms 
and nurses’ chart room, well ample lockers, 
bath and toilet facilities; Service Building contain- 
ing main kitchen, bakery, dining rooms for male 
and female patients and for different types em- 
ployees, refrigerators and storeroom; two two-story 
cottages for employees, modern and date 
every particular; and one Superintendent’s cottage. 
Water supply—Los Angeles aqueduct 
property and buster pump forces water 300,- 
000 gallon reservoir 175 feet above the property. 
There also reserve water supply from well. 
Sewer system—Septic tank. Construction now 
being commenced for eight additional ward build- 
ings, three for ambulant cases and five for hospital 
type cases. When completed, the two present ward 
buildings will probably used for the hospital 
type cases. Within short time construction will 
commenced two additional two-story em- 
ployee cottages; complete power plant; laundry; 
and utility building, housing linen room, mechanics’ 
shops, pump house, etc. The completion these 
new improvements within the next nine months 
will give this institution capacity 300 beds. 
that time expected still further increase the 
capacity 200 additional beds, making 500 bed 
institution. the expectation transfer, 
soon possible, all the tuberculosis patients 
from the County Hospital Olive View Sana- 
torium with the idea retaining only the County 
Hospital “clearing house wards,” male and female, 
admitting all patients Olive View through the 
This will more convenient for patients 
and will retain the medical profession the ob- 
servation and preliminary treatment such cases 
convenient point. Transportation between the 
Sanatorium and San Fernando and Los Angeles 
covered one truck, one Cadillac bus, one 7-pas- 
senger Hudson touring car and one Ford.

County—“The supervisors Orange County last 
week appropriated ten thousand dollars for the 
establishment full-time health department 
that county.

His enthusiasm, vision 
spirited attitude mean much for the future public 
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health Orange County. The various municipal- 
ities the county will, undoubtedly, co-operate and 
join the full-time department. planned 
establish bacteriological laboratory co-operation 
with the county hospital. 

“Monterey and San Luis Obispo counties have 
already appropriated money for the establishment 
full-time county health departments, and 
believed that least two other counties will soon 
perfect plans for the establishment similar or- 
ganizations.”

Simpson has written very complete text 
the treatment disease with radium.

The dis- 
cussion dosage somewhat too technical for 
some physicians, but properly belongs this 
type book. The presentation the technic 
treating specific clinical entities based the 
author’s wide experience and can safely used 
guide the beginner radium therapy. 
disappointing that mention made the 
value, many cases, roentgen therapy com- 
bination with radium therapy, particularly when the 
amount radium available relatively small.

Its contents are predominantly clinical and 
worthy emphasis accorded proper apprecia- 
tion symptomatology, diagnosis and treatment, 
and yet the reviewer regrets the scant consider- 
ation given the important differentiation between 
toxic adenoma and toxic hyperplasia (Grave’s 
Disease), which fundamental judging the 
clinical course, estimating the prognosis and decid- 
ing upon proper therapy. 

The physician will not enthuse over the hasty 
notes and almost flippant attitude toward basal 
metabolism estimation and X-ray radium therapy. 
The title the book misleading, for contains 
chapters childhood myxedema, adult myxe- 
dema hypothyroidism. would better have been 
entitled “Some Types Goiter and their Surgical 
Treatment.” The author deserves commendation 
for his conservative attitude toward prognosis. 
has observed his patients over great many years 
and thoroughly appreciates the life-long character 
thyroid disease, the rarity absolute cure, and 
the questionable value most statistics. The 
publishers deserve hearty commendation for the 
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fine paper, clear large type, and excellent repro- 
duction Tom Jones’ handsome illustrations. The 
latter are superbly done, and combine practical 
value with artistic beauty. 

The thyroid surgeon great experience does 
not need this book for reference, but worthy 
careful perusal the surgeons who from time 
time have occasion operate the thyroid

“Dr. McChesney, together with many other or- 
thopedic surgeons, seems have overlooked some 
the fundamental principles which 
should handled. They confuse what might 
termed the active stage flat-foot, with what

They also lay too much stress the arch the 
foot, and not give enough consideration the 
accompanying condition the muscles the 


“The so-called ‘spring ligament’ has few elas- 
tic fibres it, that can afford forget them. 
The elasticity the normal foot not dependent 
one ligament, but the construction the 
whole foot associated with the leg muscles, all 
which are arranged give considerable 
elasticity the foot and leg under normal con- 
ditions. 

“We not put splints normal legs, yet 
put support broken leg. when the 
longitudinal arch foot buckled inward, caus- 
ing marked abduction the front the foot 
the head the astragalus, and the corresponding 
abduction the calcis underneath the astraga- 
lus, and then the buckled arch rotates downward 
the giving way both tibial muscles, 
folly talk restoring this condition without 
correcting the deformity. The reason for that is, 
that have too weakened and well-nigh useless, 
partially atrophic muscles incapable performing 
their usual function, pitted against markedly con- 
tracted peronei muscles and also contracted calf 
muscles. Unless the arch restored, and severe 
cases placed Plaster Paris, and milder cases 
held position suitable support, shall get 
nowhere with marked cases flat-foot. 

“We must also differentiate between the acquired 
flat-foot which has become distorted after having 
been normal during great many years, and the 
real weak foot. childhood which flat not be- 
cause overstrain and injuries such cause the 
adult type flat-foot, but because the delayed 
ossification the bones the medio-tarsal region. 
These cases weak-foot are far more diffi- 
cult treat, and can never restored exer- 
cises, tilting shoes, any other such measures. 
They must kept position until such time 
the bones have become thoroughly calcified and 
capable carrying the weight the patient’s body, 
and also bearing the strain the muscles the 
act locomotion. 


Depending alone the tilting the heel and 
sole the shoe, together with what should always 
convalescent treatment massage and exer- 
cises, likely just successful treating 
broken leg without support any kind from 
the date injury. will frequently result 
arthritis, metarso-phalangeal joint the middle 
toe, huge corn this side, and corns and 
between the third, fourth and fifth toes. Only this, 
and nothing more. 


“Metal arch supports are abomination. All 
them, with one two exceptions, are the shape 
bad flat-foot, and could not endured for 
one-half hour they were otherwise.
